The Chair, (Mr. Lamble) introduced Rev. 
Alfred W. Arundel, Rector of Trinity Protest¬ 
ant Episcopal church, whoaro.se and offered 
prayer: 

















“Almighty God, our Heavenly Father, 
whose kingdom Ih everlasting and power in¬ 
finite, have mercy, we beseech Thee, upon 
this whole land, and let Thy blessing rest 
upon all the inhabitants thereof; and so rule 
the hearts of Thy servants, the President of 
the United Whites, the Governor of this State 
and all others In authority, that they (know¬ 
ing whose ministers they are), may,above all 
things, seek Thy honor and glory; and that 
we amt all the people, only considering whose 
authority they hear, rnay faithfully and obe¬ 
diently honor them In Thee and lor Thee, ac¬ 
cording to Thy bleised Word and ordinance. 

“Especially do wc pray Thee to govern and 
prosper the consultations of all those who 
shall administer the a Hairs of this city, that aM 
tilings may be so ordered and settled by their 
endeavors upon the best and surest founda¬ 
tions, that peace and happiness, truth and 
Justice, religion and virtue, may be estab¬ 
lished among us for all generations. And we 
beseech Thee, O, Lord, to bless and strengthen 
Thy servant, the Mayor of this cHy; direct 
him In all his doings with Thy most gracious 
favor, and further him with Thy continual 
help, that in alt his works, begun, continued 
and ended in Thee, lie may glorify Thy holy 
name in setting forward the good of men and 
the best and highest interests of the commu¬ 
nity in which we dwell. These and all other 
necessaries for him and us and all men, we 
humbly beg in the name of Him who came 
not to be ministered unto, but to minister— 
Jesus Christ our Lord—and who has taught us 
to say: 

“*Onr Father, Who art in Heaven, hallowed 
be Thy name ; Thy Kingdom come; Thy will 
be done on earth as it is done in Heaven, 
Give us this day our dully bread, and forgive 
us our trespasses as we forgive those who tres- 
ass against us. Lead ns not Into temptation, 
ut deliver us from evil, for Thiue is the 
Kingdom, and the power, and the glory, for¬ 
ever and ever. Amen.’ ” 


The Chair, (Mr. Lamble) then addressed 
Mr. Diehl as follows: 

Hhotiiek Diehl:— Little did I dream over 
a third of a century ago, when I first met you 
as Chiel Clerk in the Sheriffs office, that there 
was in reserve for me the pleasing duty of ad¬ 
ministering to you the oath of office as Mayor 
of this great City of Pittsburgh,and 1 presume 
yon hud as little expectation of taking this 
oath as I had of administering it. During all 
the intervening years our pathways in life 
have not been widely divergent, hut have 
laid close together. We have been much to¬ 
gether, and have closely watched each other’s 
career. You will, therefore, believe me when 
I say to you that I have never been called 
upon to perform a public duty which gave me 
more sincere and heartfelt gratification than 
the one E am about to perforin. 

Pittsburgh, your native city and mine, has 
taken a high place among the cities of the 
world, and we fondly hope and believe that 
she will soon stand in the front rank. Dur¬ 
ing that period of her history covered by your 
memory there have been startling changes 
and wonderful improvements made in the 
world, but none more startling or more won¬ 
derful than those which have taken place in 
Pittsburgh, 

As we first knew her she was a city with 
twelve wards, containing an area of less than 
two square miles, and had a population of 
about i)0,0U0 people, Now she has thirty-eight 
wards, containing an area of thirty square 
miles, and has a population of over 300,000, 


and an assessed valuation of $307,612,141 (both 
real and personal), which is far below the 
actual value. 

The increase of her territorial limits, of her 
population and of her wealth has been amaz¬ 
ing. 

The demand for her productions has been 
astonishing. 

The increase of her manufacturing and com¬ 
mercial interesis has been marvellous, and 
the enterprise of her citizens has become pro¬ 
verbial. 

Hut It Is not alone in material things that 
tills wonderful improvement lias taken place. 
Her progress along the pathway of intellect¬ 
ual advancement has been equally rapid. 
Her Institutions of learning, her parks, her 
libraries and her conservatories are excelled 
by none In this broad land. She has set be¬ 
fore the poorest and humblest of her citizens 
an open door and bjd him enter, without 
money and without price, upon that pathway 
which leads to a better, purer, nobler and 
happier life. She is bringing him into closer 
communion wilh the beautiful and wonder¬ 
ful works of creation, and thus from Nature, 
lead him up to Nature’s God. 

She has gathered together the wisdom and 
the learning, the songs and the stoHes of a 
dead, but not forgotten past. She has placed 
them in beautiful temples and then thrown 
wide open the doors of those temples to “all 
the people.” To the young and to the old. to 
the rich and to the poor, to the high and to 
the humble, she says, Come ! 

But this is not all. She has gathered to¬ 
gether the choicest gems of art. The grand 
and beautiful conceptions of the painter and 
of the sculptor have been assembled in galler¬ 
ies devoted to the purpose. And not 
only do her own citizens throng those galler¬ 
ies, but the fame thereof having spread 
through this entiie land, has crossed the seas, 
and men from other climes hasten hither and 
beg to be allowed to see the treasures which 
we garnered. 

The life and property of her citizens are 
more secure than they have ever been before. 
From Adam down through nil the ages disease 
and death have stalked hand in hand through 
the world, and the lomb has been the ulti¬ 
mate doom of all mankind. While we do 
not pretend to have found the fountain of 
perpetuat youth, nor to have discovered a uni¬ 
versal panacea, nevertheless, by a wise ob¬ 
servance of sanitary laws, the progress of di ~ 
ease and death has been greatly relarded. 

Sin. the companion of death In all the ages 
of the past, has always held a high carnival in 
the great centres of population, and while we 
cannot truthfully say that sin has been ban¬ 
ished from our midst, we can say that it lias 
been thwarted and shackled. And this is 
the city of which you are soon to be the Chief 
Magistrate. 

For nearly a century and a quarter your 
family have been residents of Pittsburgh, 
probably a longer time than any other family 
now resident in this city. They have wit¬ 
nessed its growth from a miserable village to 
its present magnificent proportions. During 
all her mutations of fortune they have main¬ 
tained their citizenship, and have taken part 
in ail her successes and misfortunes. 

It is eminently fitting and proper that the 
representative of such a family should be 
called to the Chief Magistracy. When It can 
be said of such representative that he had 
great experience in and knowledge of public 
affairs, combined with urbanity of manners, a 
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fine sense of Justice, sympathy for his fellows, 
and above and beyond all, a high sense of 
morals, then you have the ideal Magistrate. 

Such was evidently the opinion of your fel¬ 
low citizens when they elected you to the 
high position you are about to assume, by the 
unprecedented majority of 13.U00 votes. 

The times are propitious, 1,he opportunities 
are great and the expectations high, 

You are the thirty-eighth in line of the Chief 
Magistrates of the city, and counting the bor¬ 
ough of Pittsburgh, you are the sixtieth Ex¬ 
ecutive. We have the confidence to believe 
that your administration will be the peer of 
any in the long line. It shall be your duty to 
lead us from the glorious nineteenth to the 
unknown twentieth century, but we have no 
doubt that the honor, happiness and prosper¬ 
ity of the whole city will he safe in your keep¬ 
ing, and will be carried upward and onward 
to a still higher plane. 

We who are connected with the other 
branches of the municipal government ex¬ 
tend to you a most cordial hand, and prom¬ 
ise yon by all means in our power to aid you 
in bringing about such a glorious result. 

Are you ready to take the oath of office? 

Mr. Diehl—“Yes!” 

And the oath of office was administered to 
him by Chairman John S. Lambic, Presi¬ 
dent of Select Council. 

And Mayor William J. Diehl addressed 
Councils as follows: 

"The solemn oath I have lust taken casts 
upon me the grave dudes and responsibilities 
of Mayor of the municipality of Pittsburgh. 
Before entering upon the discharge of the 
arduous trust to which I have been elected by 
the choice of a free people, I avail myself of 
this opportunity to express the gratitude 
which their generous confidence Inspires, 
and to acknowledge to them the accounta¬ 
bility which my office enjoins. Considering 
the magnitude of (he Interests they have 
committed to my hands, I am profoundly 
convinced that no thanks can be adequate to 
the honor they have conferred, and that the 
best re I urn I can make is the loyal dedication 
of the best that is within me to their service 
and their good. 

"Those who have made the government of 
large cities a study generally admit that It Is 
a difficult and complex problem, and yet a 
comparison between the present system and 
those of long ago shows great progress has 
beeti made in the solution of that problem. 
In this advancement Pittsburgh has kept 
pace with her sister cities. We have a good 
municipal government* we can make It still 
better. The people of Pittsburgh have a ge¬ 
nius for accomplishing things. Fitlst'Urgh 
herself Isa colossal achievement. Under a 
canopy of smoke and flame her resolute and 
enlerprlslng sons have built the most mar¬ 
vellous manufacturing and Industrial centre 
in the world. Her products, her Inventions, 
her trade and commerce have gone to all 
lands and zones, and lifted her upon the very 
crest of commercial power and prosperity. 
But not content with these things, her public- 
spirited citizens have built and maintained 
hundreds of miles of smooth, clean streets, 
bright, as day at night; constructed a splendid 
system of driveways and boulevards; laid out 
and adorned magnificent parks, with gardens 
and conservatories, and libraries and art gal¬ 
leries for the pleasure, Instruction, recreation 
and happiness of the people. To these 
achievements are to be added the benefit of 
our good sewerage, our wise sanitary regula¬ 


tions and the services of our efficient police 
and Are departments, all established and 
maintained from public revenues for the wel¬ 
fare and protection of our people. Let us 
hope pure water may be counted soon among 
our rnun(clpal possessions and benefits. Dis¬ 
ease and death lurk In impurities, especially 
in Impure water. 

"To administer over the affairs of our great 
and favored city shall he my constant en¬ 
deavor. I shall adhere In my official course 
to the principles enunciated in the platform 
upon which I was elected, and shall do my 
utmost to suppress lawlessness and disorder, 
and to enforce whatever powers are or may be 
conferred upon me by law to secure the peace, 
welfare and prosperity of the people of our 
municipality. To the wisdom of Councils, to 
the hearty co-operation of the executive and 
subordinate officers of the various depart¬ 
ments, to the cordial support of the good peo¬ 
ple of our city, I confidently look for counsel 
and assistance, to the end that my adminis¬ 
tration may be economical and progressive on 
the best lines of municipal government.. And 
to the realization of this my hope, my ambi¬ 
tion and my endeavor, I shall earnestly in¬ 
voke the favor and guidance of the ever- 
ruling Providence, knowing that ‘except the 
Lord keep the city the watchman waketh but 
in vain.”’

The 4'linir called upon Mr. Clarence Bur¬ 
leigh, City Attorney (who was present), to 
address the Mayor on behalf of Councils. 
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And Mr. Burleigh spoke as follows : 

“It Is no small honor to be chosen Chief 
Magistrate of Pittsburgh, neither are the re¬ 
sponsibilities which attach to that office 
small. While the honor Is great and worthy of 
any man’s ambition, so the responsibilities are 
enormous and not to be rejected nor evaded. 
It Is a conceded fact that as every year rolls 
Into history this city becomes greater In terri¬ 
tory, In population, in material wealth, in 
business enterprise, In the cultivation of the 
arts and sciences—Pittsburgh has kept step 
with the march of progress In everything per¬ 
taining to municipal development, and has 

C rospered and improved to a truly remarka- 
lo degree. It Is equally true that our city 
has always progressed more eaoh year than It 
did the year preceding, and never was Its fu¬ 
ture so radiant with promise as it Is to-day. 
With Its natural and ohysical advantages, 
with its industries and trade, with Its fame 
and renown, no man can foretell Its future, 
no one can Imagine what tills wonderful city 
of the West will Home day be. Suffice It to 
say that whether the pending legislation at 
Harrisburg pusses or not, we have here on 
the ground and on the map, a great Pitts¬ 
burgh, great enough to wield a decided influ¬ 
ence in State and nation, great enough to at¬ 
tract the attention of more than a continent, 
great enough to be recognized as one of the 
metropolises of the world.

To the Presidents and Members of Select and 
Common Councils: 

Gentlemrn I herewith trausmit to you 
detailed reports of the operations of the va¬ 
rious bureaus of this department for the fiscal 
year ending January 31, 1899: 

The year has been a memorable one in Hie 
department of the city government entrusted 
to me, not only for the decided advance that 
has been made in several directions, but also 
for I he fact that it lias brought us face to face 
with large problems of future work, involving 
heavy increases in the bonded debt and inter¬ 
est burden of the city. 1 have reference espe¬ 
cially to the“cuttingdown of the hump,” as it 
is popularly called, and to the proposed filtra¬ 
tion of the city water. 

The first named improvement is one which 
should have been made long ago, and which 
would have been made except for the short¬ 
sighted perversity of a few of the property 
holders affected. With the lapse of time and 
the growth of the city our business district 
has become more and more congested, and 
the pressure of public opinion, added to the 
certainty of an enhancement of values, has 
converted many former opponents into advo¬ 
cates of the improvement. In commending it 
to your fivorable attention I would say that 
the estimated cost—lesg than half a million of 
dollars—will, according to the most conserva¬ 
tive judgment, be repaid promptly and many 
times over by the revenue from the increased 
taxable property values in the district affect¬ 
ed. It is a general public improvement, and 
I have reason to believe that the county au¬ 
thorities will join with those of the city in a 
fair apportionment of the cost, based upon 
the additional revenue which will be derived. 
Froper regard for the convenience of the busi¬ 
ness community demands that this Improve¬ 
ment should now be made, especially since it 
is a matter of easy demonstration that the di¬ 
rect returns to the City Treasury will much 
more than carry and pay off the loan neces¬ 
sary to make it. 

With regard to the filtration matter, there Is 
broad room for differences of opinion. To 
establish a filtering plant would, of course, 
imply an increase of the bonded debt of the 
city to the amount of several millions of dol¬ 
lars, and a corresponding increase or the tax 
levy by the amount of at least 7 p^r cent, per 
year, taking into account sinking fund, inter¬ 
est and maintenance. Under the law, the 
question must be submitted to a general vote 
of the people, and they are entitled to all the 
information which is likely to assist them in 
voting intelligently, A committee appointed 
in pursuance of a resolution of your honora¬ 
ble bodies has been industriously and con- 
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KCtanllounly at work for two years nn<l a half 
investigating the necenMily and probable cost 
of a nitration plant for the City of Jbtisburgh. 
The Investigation has cohI, some $10,000, but 
the expenditure pays for Itself, not only 1 n 
what It discovers, but In wlmt it disproves. 

The report of the committee Jr voluminous, 
but for practical purposes the result of the in¬ 
vestigation can be put In a very few words. 
It leaves to llie people the plain question 
whether they desire to put thin additional tax 
bin den upon tliemselv* s for the sake of hav¬ 
ing clarified water at all seasons of the year. 
Ho far as the public health is concerned, the 
In veRttgal ions of Hie com mil tee, although 
conducts! wlih faithful diligence, with a prac¬ 
tically unlimited command of money and 
time, and with the assistance of the foremost 
ex)**rls ui>oii this subject in the United States, 
have not developed a single fact to show that 
the seat of typhoid fever Is to be found in the 
water which is drawn from the city pipes. 
The indirect testimony of the typhoid fever 
matlstles, when analyzed with regard to loca¬ 
tion, corresponds with this, and the entire 
outcry against unfiltered water as a vehicle of 
typhoid fever, however honest, so far as it ap¬ 
plies to Pittsburgh, Is purely theoretical. 

I do not wiRh to unduly influence the action 
of your honorable bodies, or of our citizens, 
upon the question of filtration, but I deem It 
my duly both to you and to them, and as a 
matter of fairness to ihose who have some¬ 
what the responsibility for the character of 
our water supply In the past, to Impress upon 
your attention that the best expert analysis, 
extending over a period of more than two 
years, has failed in every instance to discover 
a single typhoid fever germ in our Allegheny 
river water, although the same experts had 
no difficulty whatever In discovering and 
Identifying for our committee an abundance 
of typhoid bacteria at Lawrence, Mass. 

In reviewing the work of the past year, it is 
a matter of congratulation to observe that the 
policy in which Councils have sustained this 
department in the past—that of displacing 
old and cumbersome machinery with modern 
pumping engines—Is hearing the fruit pre¬ 
dicted for U, Wliile there is an increase in 
t he number of millions of gallons of water 
pumped In proportion u> nn increased popu¬ 
lation and the extension of our pipe system, 
the act mil cost lor next year will be about 
$25,000 less than before, although the two pre¬ 
vious years, when the new machinery was 
partially installed, showed a decided decrease 
in the fuel expenditure. The new plant, 
which Involved a virtual rebuilding of our 
whole pumping machinery, is how fully in 
operation, and we have probably reached the 
low limtiof expenditure In this respect, ex¬ 
cept as the greater economy of the new low 
level reservoir, which we will endeavor to 
have complelcd during the current year, may 
counterbalance the continually increasing de¬ 
mand for water. I would call your attention 
to the detailed report of the Superintendent of 
this bureau ns un exhibit which cannot but 
i>e gratifying to us all. The fuel saving ac¬ 
complished last year enabled us to make pipe 
line extensions far beyond what was contem¬ 
plated, besides other improvements, and re¬ 
duced the estimate for next year as above 
stated. 1 would again call your attention to 
the extruordtnary quantity of water used by 
•our people in proportion to the population, 
entailing a corresponding expense to tlie city. 
It is an expenditure which i« not without its 
c nnpensalions to the community, but it is a 
matter for reformation, because the burden of 
cost ts not fairly apportioned to the ratio of 


benefits. I take the liberty of repeating the 
language used in this report last year to this 
extent: 

‘•The lavish use of water is characteristic of 
our people, due to a considerable extent, 
probably, to the extraordinary demand from 
our mills, and more recently to the rapid 
multiplication of lawns in our residence dis¬ 
tricts. We may count upon its continuance 
until It is checked and kept with in reasonable 
bounds by the introduction of a water meter 
system, whereby the water rents will be pro¬ 
portioned to the quantity of water used,’’ 
Another gratifying instance of the economy 
which has followed the use of improved ma¬ 
chinery i« shown In connection with the bu¬ 
reau of Highways and Sewers. Although the 
report of the Superintendent of the Bureau of 
Kngineering and Surveys shows that we add¬ 
ed loour street and sewer system during the 
last year 23,89 miles <-f pipe and brick sewers, 
and paved or repaved 15.26 miles of streets, 
t he act ual cost of keeping them clean sind in 
good repair is less than before. I venture to 
say that Pittsburgh has maintained its high 
reputation as a city of clean streets, while the 
policy of systematic, regular working, per¬ 
fected in this as well as iu other bureaus, has 
shown strongly for economy. 

The completion of the Four-Mite run sewer 
and of Beech wood boulevard, and the pro¬ 
gress made upon Grant boulevard, which we 
hope to have completed during the current 
year, are the largest and most important 
works of the Bureau of Engineering and Sur¬ 
veys which are now to be reported. Ttie year 
lias been a very busy one for t his bureau, the 
work of which is a very good index of the 
growtti, progress and prosperity of our city, 
and I invite your careful attention to the re¬ 
commendations contained in the detailed re¬ 
port. 

There is another matter to which I have al¬ 
luded in my reports heretofore which has 
now reached the stage when it is no longer a 
matter of debate. The United States Govern¬ 
ment has again notified us officially that we 
must take down the Tenth street bridge, and 
rebuild it in conformity with needs of river 
commerce. Even if we were able to with¬ 
stand the demands of the Government au¬ 
thorities, we could not aftord to do so with 
pi oper consideration for the safet y oi our citi¬ 
zens. The Point bridge is also in a dilapi¬ 
dated and dangerous condition, and the time 
has come when we must either rebuild these 
two bridges or close them from public use. 
In the matter of the Tenth street bridge we 
have not even that poor alternative. It must 
be torn down, and measures should be 
promptly taken to provide the means for this 
necessary work. 

It is a reasonable presumption that no at¬ 
tempt will be made to pay for these and simi¬ 
lar improvements of a permanent nature out 
of the immediate annual tax levy, but that 
their cost will be apportioned over a term of 
years by the issue of bonds. With this 
thought in view I would urge upon your con¬ 
sideration the advisability of submitting to a 
vote of the people at the same time the ques¬ 
tion oi issuing bonds enough to provide for 
purchasing t he additional ground required to 
finally round out and perfect our park sys¬ 
tem. We have heretofore, as a matter of ne¬ 
cessity, pursued the policy of purchasing onr 
park land piecemeal. It has been correspond¬ 
ingly expensive, as with the development, of 
the parks every acre of ground in their neigh¬ 
borhood has bounded up in value. I do not 
think I exaggerate in saying that if we had 
taken the matter in hand as a whole ten years 
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ago, and bought our park land oil at once, the 
purchase cost to the city would not have been 
more than one-tenth of what it has been. It 
is nobody’s fault that the more expensive 
method was pursued. It was a necessity of 
the existing conditions. Before our people 
had educated themselves to enjoy and appre¬ 
ciate the parks, when the first ordinance look¬ 
ing to their creation was introduced, if any 
one had ventured a proposition to provide 
such a system as we now have, It would prob¬ 
ably have had less than three voles in Coun¬ 
cils. But the passing years have been years 
of education upon this subject, and no propo¬ 
sition to close up or dispose of any of our 

K irks won Id have a single vote. They have 
•come i he recreation grounds of the people, 
and in Mils connection the great increase in 
picnic parties—family, Sunday school and 
social—has bean one of the most gratifying 
incidents of the past year. With the strong 
hold which the parks now have upon the sen¬ 
timent of the people, It seems to me that the 
time has come lo submit to them t he proposal 
to make the purchases necessary to complete 
our system in the least expensive and least 
burdensome way. 

The year now ended has been a noteworthy 
one in our park history. The new Zoological 
buildings were formally opened, and have 
added largely to the number of visitors to 
Highland Park. The new steel and stone 
bridge leading to the Phipps conservatory 
and the new stone entrance bridge were com¬ 
pleted and opened to the public. The high 
standard of tne conservatory was fully main¬ 
tained and the record of past years even ex¬ 
ceeded, to the enjoyment of hundreds of 
thousands of people, and to the continuous 
floral display was added a very complete ex¬ 
hibit. of economic phi ills, especially of the 
tropical and sub-tropical regions. Over 23,000 
trees and shrubs were planted, and great pro¬ 
gress wns made In every way toward trans¬ 
forming wlmt we acquired simply as vacant 
land into all that is expressed In the name of 
a park. Public appreciation has kept step 
wltti the improvements, and not only on the 
usual holidays and during the especial dis¬ 
play in honor of ihe Knights Templar Con¬ 
clave, but throughout the year the roads and 
byways have been alive with people. 

In this connection, and in harmony with 
our policy of continuing to make Pittsburgh 
tlie best lighled city in the world, I would 
suggest that we try lhe experiment of light¬ 
ing the parks and Beech wood boulevard with 
a device on Ibe Wclsbnch principle. It is be¬ 
ing used with satisfactory results in other 
cities, and the cost per lamp is only about 
one-ihird that of arc lights, 

The extension of onr street lighting system 
lias kept pace with the growth of t he city, and 
there is no Item of municipal expenditure, in 
my opinion, for which the people get a larger 
proportionate return In safety, not only for 
the merchant’s wares, but for the household 
oods and the families of all our citizens. A 
right street lamp is in many cases as good as 
a police officer in preventing crime. 

Without going further into the interesting 
details ol the various bureau reports, which 
will well repay a thorough perusal, there are a 
few other items in the showing of the year 
which are worth pointing out. In the matter 
of waier assessments, we had an Increase of 
almost 818,000, an increase also in the receipts 
for the construction of new buildings and a 
decrease in exonerations. 

The Bureau of Viewers passed upon 194 or¬ 
dinances. involving almost, a million and a 
half of dollars, with a smaller number of ap¬ 


peals than in any previous years since the 
bureau came Into existence. 

The new market house established by pri¬ 
vate enterprise In the East End district, in¬ 
stead of decreasing the receipts of the main 
city market seems, strangely enough, to nave 
had the cantrary effiect, according to the re¬ 
ceipts reported. 

We have had no disastrous or expensive ac¬ 
cidents, and except in the matter of the 
bridges heretofore discussed, all the property 
of the city is in excellent condition.

Gentlemen:— In compliance with your re¬ 
quest, I have the honor to transmit herewith 
u statement of the amounts required for per¬ 
manent improvements and additions for the 
City Horne and hospitals at Marshalsea: 

First. $110,000 for additions to male and 
female asylums, including addition to dining¬ 
room of female asylum. 

Second. $50,000 for new hospital. 

Third. $12,000 for additional steam boilers 
and extension of boiler house building. 
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Fourth. $2,000 for exercise yards for Insane. 

Fifth. $5,000 for lightning rods and lightning 
arrestors. 

Sixth. $10,000 forgenorul fencing. 

Seventh. $25,000 for the purchase of addi¬ 
tional farm land. 

Eighth. $10,0<K) for additional reservoir. 

Ninth. $3,000 for new barn. 

Tenth. $5,000 for replacing foul air duels of 
all old buildings. 

Eleventh. $50,000 for new roofs for all old 
buildings. 

Total $282,000. 

The reasons fur asking these several amounts 
I will give hem by Item, so that- they may be 
fully understood. 

Item J. The necessity for this Item was fully 
explained In my estimates for ttie appropria¬ 
tion fur Oils year. 1 have, however, added to 
the amount asked for at I hat time, the cost of 
an extension lo Die dlning-rootn of the female 
asylum, which Is necessary, but which 1 had 
Intended to postpone until next year. 

2. For new hospital. Our present hospitals 
are at times Inadequate to the demand, and It 
will not be long before they will be altogether 
so. The erection of t his building will also give 
us more room for the Home department, and 
I deem It a wise and proper preparation for 
the t utu re. 

3. For additional steam boilers and boiler 
plant. We are taxed now almost to our full 
capacity, and new additions will require this 
addition lo keep the place comfortably warm. 

4. Exercise yards for the insane are essen¬ 
tial. 

5. Alter due investigation of the subject of 
Itghfn Imr and Its dangers, I think this a proper 
expenditure. 

6. The farm has no fences of any kind, and, 
In order to protect It, and also to keep inmates 
from trespassing upon forbidden territory, ii 
Is necessary. 

7. We need more farm land. We have the 
latKir to work It and It will be profitable, us 
we expect to be able to raise all the vegetables, 
hay and oafs that we may require, besides 
this it furnishes healthy exercise for the 
chronic insane. 

8. We have water storage capacity for less 
than two days, providing the present reser¬ 
voirs are full when we ship pumping. 1 pro- 
lK>se to increase to at least four days’ storage 
ami keep one large reservoir full all the time 
for emergency. 

9. New barn Is, necessary, as we are not. pro¬ 
vided with sufficient storage buildings for 
farm products. 

10. The pre*ent foul air ducts are between 
floors composed principally of wood. The 
Inmates put*h paper, rags and other lnflam- 
able materials down the registers and we 
cannot get In lo clean them out. It is danger¬ 
ous and a menace, and ihey should be re¬ 
placed with galvanized iron ducts. 

11. Is for the purposeof replacing the roofs 
of the old buildings with fireproof materials. 
The old buildings are consiructed on the slow 
combustion principle up to the upper story, 
which Isgood construction, but when we come 
to the roof all ideas of slow combustion or fire 
protection seems to have been abandoned, 
and the n*if Is a mass of small timbers, and 
should a fire ever get to the roof it is very 
doubtful If any part of the buildings could be 
saved. It Is a matter that has given us con¬ 


siderable worry, and we will never be easy of 
mind until this danger is removed. 

In conclusion I beg to say that 1 have tried 
to avoid exaggeration In giving my reasons 
for these Improvements. I conscientiously 
believe that they should be made, and, if 
made, we would then have the best lighted, 
wanned, ventilated and safest buildings of 
their character in the country, and sufficient 
for many years to come. 

If my estimates are In excess of t he cost of 
the several improvements, it will be unneces¬ 
sary to issue bonds beyond the amountaclu- 
ally required.

Gentlemen Understanding that Coun¬ 
cils of ttie City of Pittsburgh contemplate the 
consideration of various necessary and per¬ 
manent improvements in the City of Pitts 
buryh, to be secured and obtained from money 
derived from a bond issue, I would cal) your 
earnest consideration to the question of 
isolated hospitals for contagious diseases and 
for Die necessary buildings in relation to the 
same. 

With the exception of one old, and now al¬ 
most worthless, dilapidated building, used for 
small-pox patient, Pittsburgh is utterly de¬ 
void of any proper, efficient and commend¬ 
able contagious disease hospitals. 

This question, and the absolute necessity of 
providing for the same, has been presen led by 
tills department, and the Bureau of Health, by 
the medical fraternity and others interested 
in hospital work, to councils, under different 
forms and requests for many vears last past. 
It would now seem that the proper and 
opportune time having arrived to do some¬ 
thing in this direction, it should receive con¬ 
sideration; and if bonds are issued for neces¬ 
sary and permanent improvements, there 
should be a sufficient sum issued to the De¬ 
partment of Public Safety for the purposeof 
securing this most highly commendable and 
desirable object. 

I desire to quote to you in part .from my 
official report furnished to Councils of the 
City of Pittsburgh in the year 1896, as follows:— 

“The question of proper isolation hospitals 
for highly contagious diseases, such ns small¬ 
pox diphtheria, scarlet fever, erysipelas, 
typhus lever, cholera, etc., has been taken up 
during the past year in a most careful and 
intelligent manner by able and capable com- 
mitt* es, representing the Allegheny County 
Medical Society, Pittsburgh Academy of 
Medicine, Allegheny County Sanitation Com¬ 
mission and Allegheny County Civic Club. 
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The gentlemen composing these organizations 
organized themselves into special committees 
to investigate this matter, and appointed the 
Hon. William McOonway, chairman, and 
I)r. J. I. Johnston, secretary, and devoted a 
great deal of time and attention and patient 
research, going over the ground as to the ne¬ 
cessity of hospitals for contagious diseases in 
a most thorough, competent and intelligent 
manner and filed with me, as Director of the 
Department of Public Safety, a report cover¬ 
ing this whole question. 

For your information, but not forming a 
part of this communication, I have hereto 
attached a copy of said report and marked It 
Exhibit “A.’’ 

For the purchase of real est ate and for the 
erection of the necessary buildings, improve¬ 
ments, equipments, furnishing, supplies and 
all other mailers and tilings necessary there¬ 
to and properly belonging and necessary for 
the completion, requirements, necessities and 
needs of first class municipal hospitals for 
said isolated and contagious diseases, there 
will be required the sum $300,000,00.

REPORT OF 

COMMITTEE ON ISORATION HOSPITAL. 

Pittsburgh, January 1, 1897. 

J. O. Brown, Esq., 

Director Department of Public Safety. 

Dear Sir:—I n compliance with your re¬ 
quest. the following report Is respectfully 
submitted: 

Report on Isolation Hospital of the Public 
Health Committees of the Allegheny County 
Medical Society, Pittsburgh Academy of 
Medicine, Sanitation Commission and Civic 
Club: The committee recommends the adop¬ 
tion of some suitable site, accessible from all 
parts of the city and one where a sufficient 
size lot can be obtained. Facilities should be 
provided for the following contagious diseases: 

1. Smallpox. 

2. Diphtheria. 

3 Scarlet fever. 

4. Erysipelas. 

6. Typhus fever, glanders, cholera and other 
rare con tag ous diseases. 

The hospital should consist of the following 
buildings: 

1. The administration building, which 
should contain offices, dispensary rooms for 
superintendent, resident physician, mat run, 
nurses and attendants, dining rooms, kitchen 
and laundry for staff and attendants, and a 
laboratory. 

Tii is building may be of two or more stories. 
If deemed necessary a special building can be 
erected for the nurses residence, but we be¬ 
lieve that at first, when the hospilal will not 
be used to its full capacity, they could reside 
in the administration building. 

2. A building containing patients, laundry, 
boiler house, mortuary, stable and disinfec¬ 
tion plant, one story in height, with leftover 
stable. 

3. Four one-story ward blocks, containing 
sixteen beds each, with duty room, discharg¬ 
ing room, baths, closets, etc. Capacity, 04 
beds. 

4. An isolation block consisting of a double, 
one-Story building, each side containing two 


separate isolation rooms, a duty room and a 
ward of four beds, with bath, closets, etc. 
This would give a block capacity of 12 beds. 

5, Covered open corridors connecting ad¬ 
ministration building with all wards, also 
containing subway for beating pipes, gas and 
water pipes, drains, etc. 

6. Two smallpox wards should be erected, 
circular in form, with large space in centre, 
connecting with the ward, from which the air 
can ue drawn bv exhaust fans and burned, 
fresh air being admitted through the external 
wall. Connected with each ward should be 
dressing, bath and disinfecting rooms for the 
nurses. Each ward should contain 12 beds. 
Capacity, 24 beds. 

All these buildings should be of brick, 
erected upon a cement base and the founda¬ 
tion of stone. The cellar should be six feet in 
height in the clear, with cement floors. 

The brick used In t he outer walls should be 
either vitrified or common brick with damp 
proof con rse. 

These buildings should all be substantial 
and attractive but plain. 

ESTIMATE. 

Administration building.$ 15,000 to $ 20,000 

Four wards, 16 beds each. 40,000 to 50,000 

Isolation block, 12 beds. 8.000 to 12,000 

Laundry, stable, boiler house, 

&c . 15,000 to 17,000 

Corridors, subways, Ac. 5,000 to 6,000 

Two smallpox wards, 12 beds 

each. 40,000 to 40,000 

Furnishing. 14,000 to 15,000 

Total.$137,000 to $160,000 

The above estimate is exclusive of the cost 
of grounds. 

Estimated cost per bed, $1,397 to $1,632. 

The committee recommends a total capacity 
of 100 beds which could be divided as loilows: 

Smallpox, 24 hods. 

Diphtheria, 32 beds. (In two of the wards 
blocks). 

Scarlet fever, 32 beds. (In two of the ward 
blocks). 

Erysipelas, typhus, etc., 12 beds. (In isola¬ 
tion block). 

In case of cholera or other epidemic, the 
capacity could be increased by having a 
cement floor built on thegrounds, upon which 
tents could be erected. If vaccinadon shall 
be fully carried out, we believe that capacity 
for 24 beds will give ample accommodation 
forthe few cases of smallpox which may ap¬ 
pear. 

The cost of maintenance is greal, as the en¬ 
tire plant must be kept In continual readiness, 
and is likely to be only partially filled during 
some seasons. If an isolation hospital should 
be Uoed continually at its full capacity, the 
cost would be but slightly above that of a gen¬ 
eral hospilal with a corresponding number of 
beps. 

Those required to be in constant attendance, 
even if the hospital were empty, would be: 

Superintendents, matron or housekeeper, 
three nurses, one cook, three domestics, one 
engineer, one stableman, who would take care 
of the grounds and drive the ambulance. The 
increased proportion of attendants would be 
regulated by the invalid population. 
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There should he some income. as probably 
those who could nflord to do ho, would pay. 
The rooms In the Isolation wauls could bo 
used for pay patient*. 

U would be well also to have erected at the 
entmnoou poi'ler’ft lodge, where Information 
could bo procured, articles left, etc., without 
having any more persons than absolutely 
necessary enter the grouitdH. 

The ditto rent wards, laundry and stable 
should be connected with ibe administration 
building by telephone. 

In the administration building should be a 
complete laboratory. 

In the const met Ion of ward buildings all 
ceilings, walls and lloors should be of non¬ 
absorbent material, capable of being readily 
cleansed and disinfected. All angles where 
ceilings and floors join walls should be care¬ 
fully rounded. 

The air space per patient should be at least 
2,000 cubic feet, 

Second story wards would add much to the 
cost, as artificial ventilation would have to be 
used. 

If there should be no smallpox in the city 
the wards provided for that disease could be 
used for any coni agio ns diseases which might 
occur.

Gentlemen Understanding that Councils 
of the CUy of Pittsburgh are contemplating 
an Bsue of bonds for certain necessary and 
permanent Improvements, water Ill nation, 
Ac., I beg leave to press upon your honorable 
committee the necessity of taking up the 


question of additional necessary and per¬ 
manent improvements and extensions of the 
Fire Bureau of the City of Pittsburgh. 

The growth and development of the City of 
Pittsburgh has been of such a wonderful and 
rapid character that the Department of Public 
Safety has been wholly unable to supply a 
proper extension of the fire system with the 
necessary number of engine houses demanded 
by the increased development, a .d demanded, 
from time to time, by the National Board of 
Fire Underwriters, and the Local Board of 
Fire Underwriters of Allegheny County, and 
for the proper protection of the city. 

The National and Local Boards of Fire 
Underwriters, under date of March 10, 1898, 
made special request through this department 
that the City of Pittsburgh provide additional 
Are stations; “one station at. Seventh street, 
near Penn avenue, with full comftany and 
equipment and extra first class steam fire 
engine with auxiliary water tower at same 
station; one station with same equipment 
(excepting water tower) at foot of Wylie ave¬ 
nue; also, that a combination chemical hose 
wagon be procured for each of these two 
shit Ions named, and other general equip¬ 
ments.” 

In addition 1 hereto Councils have recom¬ 
mended by ordinance, and provided by pur¬ 
chase of real estate in the following wards, to 
wit; one fire engine company, with equipment 
complete, in the Twenty-fourth ward; one fire 
engine company tu the Thirty-second ward 
and one engine house in the Thirty-seventh 
ward, corner of Hamilton and Braddock ave¬ 
nues. There should also be erected and estab¬ 
lished an engine house in the Twenty-second 
and Thirtieth wards. 

Engine house No. 2, on Smithfleld street, is 
old. dilapidated and in a ruinous condition, 
and has been condemned by the Building 
Inspector. Its situation, owing to the num¬ 
ber of street cars on Smithfield street, wagon 
traffic, &c., is very bad for fire purposes, and 
a new' site should be secured below Smilhfield 
street, between First and Second avenues, 
running through from Second to Firstavenue, 
and a new house established thereon. 

In connection with one of these down-town 
engine houses thereshould be a machine shop 
for the building of hose wagons and hose 
carriages, repair of steam fire engines and 
other apparatus. 

For the purchase of real estate for the De¬ 
partment of Public Safety, and for the erec¬ 
tion of buildings, improvements, securing the 
necessary machinery, apparatus, equipments, 
furniture, and such other matters and things 
as may be necessary for the bettering aud im¬ 
proving of i be efficiency of the Department 
of Public Safety, there will be needed the sum 
of $400, 000.00. 

I therefore t rust that your honorable com¬ 
mittee will comply with this request.

President I .amble, of Select Council, hav¬ 
ing appeared at the meeting, arose and spoke 
as follows: 

Me. President:— 

To-morrow will be Memorial Day, and all 
over this broad land the veterans of the late 
civil contest, the Posts of the G. A. R. and 


their Trlends will assemble In the cemeteries 
and deck the graves of their dead comrades. 

Little did we think a few days ago that on 
this Memorial Duy there would be another 
grave, this time of a man who achieved dis¬ 
tinction in the civic walks of life and one who 
performed Ills duties as courageously as any 
soldier on the battlefield. 

It has been my pleasure to know Henry I. 
<»onrley for twenty-four years. I had known 
him by reputation uefore I became a member 
of Select Council. When I became a member 
of that body he sat beside me. He had been 
here before me. He sat over there by the 
door. The Ciiairman’s desk was here. He 
had been here for seven years. I was raw and 
green, and I was indebied to him for much 
information as to the duties of the office of 
Helect Councilman. W r e were members of 
t hat body and sat beside each ol her for several 
years until he was elevated to the Chairman¬ 
ship, where he presided with ability for so 
many years. Afterwards he was for a while 
employed in business life und subsequently 
he was elected to the Mayoralty, and after¬ 
ward became City Controller. Mr. Uourley 
was a man who had the courage of his con¬ 
victions. Sometimes he was brusque and 
sharp and not very careful abouL the manner 
In which he discharged inis duty, but he al¬ 
ways discharged it to the best ofhis ability 
and to the best of his knowledge. Those who 
were opposed to him polltcally learned to re¬ 
spect his manhood and courage and his know¬ 
ledge and ability. As I said he was some¬ 
times brusque and sometimes sharp and short 
in his retorts and replies, but he always acted 
according to the best light which he had. 

He lias gone from our midst. The resolu¬ 
tion which has Just be read tells you the 
manner in which he performed his duties; 
that during the course of his career those who 
were with him and also those opposed to him 
leurned to respect and esteem him, and I 
don’t believe to-day there is a man in this 
great city of ours who enlertains any unkind 
feeling against him. They are all ready to 
ascribe to him honesty of purpose, integrity 
and uprightness in life, being those virtues 
which go to make a man and an honest man. 

Mr. Chairman and fellow-members: too 
soon, alus, too soon, are we called away from 
our scene of action. In the midst of his 
duties, duties ota high character, duties of an 
exalted nature, he was taken away from the 
midst of them. 

I believe that we all appreciate him; we 
did not always agree with him, but we are 
ready to accord to him honesty of purpose 
audio admit that he acted according to the 
best light lie had. 

Kudyard Kipling, in that poem called the 
“Recessional”, which has reudered him Im¬ 
mortal, laments the proneness of men to for¬ 
get great event s in the national and individual 
history, and uses the refrain, “Lord God of 
Hosts, be with us yet, lest we forget—lest we 
forget,” and so it is that men are prone to 
forget those things which they should and 
which they wish to bear in mind. In the 
midst of the busy activities of life and the 
rivalries in the business and political worlds, 
we are prone to forget. Monuments are scat¬ 
tered all over the world. Memorials are 
written and printed. Monumental shafts and 
memorial halls are erected. Sometimes we 
iorget what those monuments have been 
erected for and why these memorials have 
been written. It is thus tttting and proper 
that we should put upon the record of these 
Councils some memorial of him who rendered 
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the city such distinguished services. Such a 
memorial as shall exist as long as the cily 
herself shall endure, such a record that we 
ourselves may not forget, and that thoRe who 
follow us may be fully Informed as to the 
virtues of our deceased friend. 

Who shall be the next to leave this sphere 
of action is not for us to say. Perhaps it is 
notour business, that is in the hands of the 
Omniscient one. He alone can determine the 
time and the place. Let us then be true to 
our convictions, and act In accordance with 
the lights which we have. Let us satisfy our 
own consciences and discharge our duty to 
the best of our ability, so that when we shall 
be called to go hence we may leave behind us 
a record of which we may not be ashamed. 

President MeCandless spoke as follows: 
Mr. Chairman and Fellow-Members 

Mr. CJourley was a man who had the cour¬ 
age of his convictions, and who always acted 
as he thought for the right. He was a man 
who took a deep interest in all public matters 
when in civil life, but when he was elected to 
Select Council he then took a prominent part 
In all the discussions of that body. Any 
member knowns that he spoke his mind 
fairly and freely and as he thought for the 
right. You know his career as Chief Execu¬ 
tive of the city. No matter what others may 
think, lie did what he thought was right. 

He was elected Controller because he made 
a record when Chief Executive as a fearless 
and honest official. Now that he has been 
called away it may be bard to fill his position 
with the same kind of officers. I trust we can 
find one to fill the position as worthily as he 
did. As the President of Select Council said 
there Is a lesson for us in our duty toward our 
fellow man. Let us represent the people 
according to our best Judgments and do our 
duty toward the people whom we represent, 
and when our time comes, let it be said that 
we have done our duty faithfully and well.

To the Finance Committee of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh. 

Gentlemen:— Your subcommittee, to 
whom we referred the various Ordinances 
authorizing the submission to the electors 
the question of increasing the indebtedness 
of the City for various purposes, make report 
as follows: 

They have held a large number of meetings, 
and devoted considerable time to an examina¬ 
tion of the questions involved in such bond 
issue, and have reached the following con¬ 
clusions: 


DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC SAFETY. 

The Department of Public Safety, by ordi¬ 
nance of Common Council, No. 1178, has asked 
for the sum of $700,000. 


HOSPITALS. 

The city is now without any means ade¬ 
quately preventing the spread of contagious 
diseases, and the department has always con¬ 
sidered that one of the most deserving duties 
that It has to perform. The conditions sur¬ 
rounding Pittsburgh are of such a character 
that while the wealthy may move to the out¬ 
lying districts, and thereby escape any possl* 
bitlly of contagion, the men who have made 
Pittsburgh, the laboring and workingman, 
must live handy to hts work, and tills of 
necessity, compels the building of tenements, 
or like buildings, to dwell in. 

It is simply Impossible, with the best possi¬ 
ble regulations, when once v contagious dis¬ 
ease of any character Rtnrls, to prevent its 
spread, unless these cases are immediately 
removed and isolated from all possible contact 
with the inhabitants of that district. This 
conclusion is not alone our own, but has re¬ 
ceived the endorsement of Ihe Allegheny 
County Medical Society, the Pittsburgh Acad¬ 
emy of Medicine, the Allegheny County 
Sanitation Commission, and the Allegheny 
County Civic Club. Because in the past we 
have been free from any rapid or general 
spread of these diseases, is no evidence that It 
will not occur at ary t ime; and, as we stated 
before, one of the most imporiant du ies of 
the Department of Puhlie Safety is the con¬ 
serving of the health of the people of Pitts¬ 
burgh. We most heartily recommend that 
these hospitals be built, feeling confident that 
the people of Pittsburgh will endorse tills 
recommendation by unanimous vote for ttie 
bond issue for t his purpose, and we therefore 
recommend with an affirmative recommenda¬ 
tion ordinance No. 1178 of Common Council. 


BUREAU OF FIRE. 

It would almost seem unnecessary, in our 
opinion, to bring one argument in its favor. 
W e tiave had, on several occasions, fires that 
destroyed more property within the com¬ 
pound interest of several millions of dollars 
would Justify. And, while we believe that 
the fire department of the City of Pittsburgh 
is as efficient and as prompt in answering 
alarms as any other department in the world, 
it is simply impossible to fight fires unless 
adequate facilities are provided therefor. You 
take in the first ten wards of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh and think for a moment of the Im¬ 
mense storage of goods of all kinds and char¬ 
acter and, consequently, the increased values 
of the risks in these same ten wards, The 
character of the buildings, while U?ey have 
improved so far as the theory of fire pre¬ 
venting is concerned, have, on several occa¬ 
sions, on account of the ranidily with which 
the contents burned, proved much other than 
fire-proof. The height of the buildings make 
it more difficult to get at the fire, aud require* 
much more powerful machines. 

The Board of Fire Underwriters, both na¬ 
tional and local, have considered these ques¬ 
tions in all their various modes, and have 
recommended, not only a large Increase in the 
number of fire engines and other apparatus 
necessary for fighting fires, but, also, have 
asked the Department of Water Distribution 
for more plug facilities. To utilize this latter 
it will be necessary that this department 
should have more engines. We have added 
to the City limits additional territory, and, 
also, a large increase in the number of build¬ 
ings in the Nineteenth, Twentieth, Twenty- 
second, Twenty-third, Twenty-fourth and 
Thirty-seventh wards. An examination of 
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lh<* building permits will nhow where Pitts¬ 
burgh t n growing; and It la Impossible to 
cither re-locate or takeaway from any oftheMe 
districts the apparatus now located therein. 

It is, therefore, the conchiHlon of your com¬ 
mittee that additional facilities inunt be fur¬ 
nished the Bureau of Eire; if not, the desire 
of the City to prevent the doth ruction of proj*- 
erty, and thereby went losses, not only to the 
City directly, but to the City treasury by the 
dee reused taxes arising from the destruction 
of property by fire. 

Your com mil tee fully appreciates the bur- 
densof laxulion, and, while it would heartily 
recommend the granting of the entire in¬ 
crease. as provided for in Common Council 
Kill No. I17H, we have concluded to lessen the 
amount to$tKX),000, hi hopes that the Director 
or the Department of Public Safety will ho 
able to afford the necessary facilities for these 
two items hi some way. 


DKPAUTMHNT OK CHARITIES. 

The work contemplated to be done with the 
sum or 8‘282,O0O.OO, asked by the Department of 
Charities, is, in the opinion of your sub-com- 
m it tee, absolutely necessary for the proper 
care and maintenance of the unfortunate 
wards of that department,, who are constantly 
increasing In number. If this sum be not now' 
pmvidedin tills way, H must be Included In 
the next appropriation ordinance and raised 
by direct taxation. In fact the necessity of 
tills work has been so urgent that an appro¬ 
priation was included in the appropriation 
ordinance of this year, sufficient I n amount lo 
commence, the Improvements, which are al¬ 
ready under way. Further, we are of the 
opinion lliar, owing to iheseestimates having 
been made before the raise in prices, the 
amount asked is barely sufficient for the pur¬ 
pose, and cannot, under any circumstances, 
be reduced. 

We would therefore advise that ordinance, 
C. C. i 175, be returned with an affirm alive 
recommendation. 


DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS. 

Tim requests of the Department of Public 
Works, being for large amounts, have re¬ 
ceived much time and consideration on the 
part of your sub-committee, who have agreed 
to report favorably the following items: 

For the laying of additional water mains 
and lines of pipe, S700.0i)0.00. This Is a good 
revenue-producing Item, and it is essential to 
the development and growth of the city that a 
sufficient fund be provided for this purpose. 
Petitions and requests are already on file in 
tile Department of Publie Works for many 
miles of pipe, all of which is needed and will 
yield a good return on ihecost. in view of 
the present activity In real estate and tho 
amount oi new territory being built, up, your 
committee feelMhat they cannot too strongly 
emphasize ujn>n both financial and sanitary 
grounds the Importance of furnishing water 
to these new settlements. 

For the erection, renewal and repair of 
bridges, S">2o f t)0().00. This also is a matter of 
absolute necessity which must be met. The 
Director having revised his estimates by lim¬ 
iting the work to that which is essential to 
the safety of travel, and by proper renewal 
and strengthening, extending the life of the 
present structures, believes that this amount 


will be sufficient to put the city’s bridges in 
such condition ns will postpone for years the 
necessity of replacing them with more modern 
structures. 

For the completion of Grant tint! Beechwood 
Boulevurds, frtOO.OOb.OO. A fund of $oOO,l)UU.OO 
having been provided by the last bond irsue, 
ordinances were duly passed for the improve¬ 
ment of these boulevards In portions or sec¬ 
tions ot greater or less length, contracts let, 
and the work Is rapidly being completed. As 
eaclioniie.se seciions Jr completed its cost is 
assessed by viewers, and whatever amount 
may lie in excess of the special benefits found 
to have accrued lo tlie abutting property, Is 
assessed upon i lie city and must be paid out 
of the annual tax levy if not provided for 
otherwise. It is estimated that at least, 
8300,000 00 more will be required to pay these 
assessments. 

The 840.000.00 for the purchase and throwing 
open of tlie Brownsville macadamized turn¬ 
pike load will remove the last loll gate within 
the city, and remedy a long-standing griev¬ 
ance of our citizens residing south of the 
Monnngahela river. 

The expenditures for parks, amounting in 
all to 81,000,000 for He hen ley, 8373,000 for High¬ 
land, 8100,000 on t he South Hide, and 875,000 in 
the Seventeenth ward, are reported favorably 
in pursuance of the policy heretofore approved 
by popular vote of hastening the completion 
of the parks that their benefits may accrue to 
and be enjoyed by the present generation of 
tax-payers. The amount for Hcbenley is large 
to enable the City to accept the offer of 
Mr. Carnegie lo donate a large additional 
sum for I he enlargement of the library build¬ 
ings. and is expected to cover the purchase 
and improvement, of the entire frontage on 
Forbes street, between near Bouquet and 
Mawhintiey street. 

In Highland there are still a number of lots 
in the interior of the park north of the Zoo, 
belonging to Individual owners, which it is 
desired to purchase, and also several small 
acreage tracts which are needed to carry the 
park out to a frontage on the surrounding 
streets. Home of these properties have al¬ 
ready been condemned but not paid tor. 


FILTRATION. 

In the matter of filtration so much has been 
said and written, and such able and ex¬ 
haustive reports submitted, that it would be 
useless for us to cnler upon any extended dis¬ 
cussion of a subject which doubtless is now 
perfectly understood by all. It seems advisa¬ 
ble in view of the long continued agitation of 
tills question, the importance or the sub¬ 
ject, and tlie general and intelligent finer- 
e-t displayed by the press and public con¬ 
cerning it, that, this mat ter should be sen led 
at once by being forthwith submitted to 
the voters for their decision. It is, how¬ 
ever, the opinion of this committee that, the 

{ »re.sent expenditure should, in any event, be 
imbed io the construction of a filtration 
plant, and ihe installation of the meter sys¬ 
tem for i he measurement of the wa ter used 
therefrom ; and ihe sum of $2,do0,00d is hereby 
recommended for that purpose, >our commit¬ 
tee believing this sum will be sufficient to sup¬ 
ply a plant of sufficient capacity to supply 
both the North and Houth side of this City ns 
soon as ( lie City water can be furnished the 
South Side. 


















SEWERS. 

The decision of the Supreme Court restrict- 
ing sewer assessments to the properties di¬ 
rectly abutting upon the sewer, and limiting 
such assessments to such amount as would 
pay fora lateral or smalt sewer of sufficient 
size to drain such properties, has set aside in 
this City the established usage of forty years’- 
standing, by wiiich the cost of a main sewer 
was assessed upon the entire basin drained 
by it, and the cost of lateral sewers only upon 
the property abutting thereon, and has im¬ 
posed upon the City a great portion of the cost 
of the main sewers built and building, but not 
paid for. before t he first of these decisions was 
rendered, and will hereafter charge the City 
with liability lor all main sewers constructed. 
The amount so far charged against the City 
aggregates nearly $‘200,000, and is constantly 
being augmented. As these charges are en¬ 
forceable by judment, it is a question only as 
to whether they should be paid out of the an¬ 
nual tax levies or by issue of bonds. These 
sewers being permanent improvements your 
sub committee is of opinion that mey should 
be paid by bonds, and advises that the Ordi¬ 
nance for this purpose be returned with 
affirmative recommendation. 


THE“HUMP” 

Your sub-corn m it tee would recommend that 
no action be taken toward the cutting down 
of the '’hump,” and that no bonds be Issued 
for that enterprise until the city's liability for 
damages arising therefrom can be ascertained 
accurately and exactly. The disi rici. affected 
having been long since improved throughout, 
cannot again be assessed with the expense of 
further improvements. Hence, whatever 
work is done in the way of grading, paving 
and curbing tiie streets, rebuilding the sewers, 
lowering the street railway tracks, water 
pipes, gas pipes, electr ical conduits, and all 
the oilier sub-ways, matters and things neces¬ 
sary to a complete rehabilitation of the ex¬ 
isting improvements upon the lower or 
reduced grade, must be at the cost of the city 
at large, and not a single dollar of It can be 
raised by assessment against the property 
benefited. 

It is also a very serious question as to 
whether the city, by the execution of this 
work, might, not become involved in damages 
to a fabulous amount. It is certain that 
claims, involving vast sums of money, will 
be made, and legal proceedings Instituted for 
their recovery. No one can predict with any 
certainty whatever the outcome of these 
cases, the size of the verdicts, or the findings 
of several hundred different Juries, upon the 
matters involved in this enterprise. 

Again, what adjustment is to be made with 
tlie tenants throughout the affected district, 
holding leases for one or more years, and 
doing business on the streets at their present 
level? They wilt be entirely driven out of 
business and compelled to locate elsewhere. 
Who can estimate what their damages will 
aggregate? It is also a question with us as to 
whether the county should not contribute ibe 
liability incident thereto; it being the largest 
property holder in the affected district, and 
its property being the property that will be 
more largely benefited than any other piece 
of property lying therein. 

There are eight properties in the affected 
district held and used lor church and religious 
purposes, all of which will have to build large 
retaining walls and many additional steps, in 
order to utilize their property, and in addition 


thereto be seriously inconvenienced in the 
ordinary and necessary use of their real 
estate, even if not practically evicted there¬ 
from. Much Inconvenience would result to 
the public schools In the affected district, 
even If the same were not absolutely closed, 
by the progress of Hie work. It Is not reason-- 
able toHhKume that all these different proper¬ 
ties will ask to have damages assessed simply 
on the basis of the injury sustained by the 
property itself, but probably their larger 
claim will be ror consequential damages re¬ 
sulting to their business, the occupation of 
tholr property, etc., by the actnal doing of the 
work. 

Therefore, in conclusion, allow your sub¬ 
committee to state that It has readied the 
above conclusions after long and patient ex¬ 
amination and research, and that It believes 
ftilly and has confidence In the Integrity of 
tills report. At all events, ihe matters recom¬ 
mended are all so obviously and manifestly 
for the benefit of the City at large, that no 
other duty seems possible than that these 
vital questions should all be submitted to tlie 
electors of the City of Pittsburgh, for their ap¬ 
proval or disapproval, at a special election to 
be held for that purpose on Tuesday, Septem¬ 
ber 19, 1899 and at which election the said 
electors can give full and free voice of their 
opinions upon the different subjects.

Dear Sin:—The City of Pittsburgh now has 
pending in court three actions, one against 
the Tradesmens National Bank ot Pittsburgh, 
one against the First National Bank of Pitts¬ 
burgh, and one against the Allegheny Nation¬ 
al Bank of Pittsburgh, in which it seeks to n- 
rovev damages because of the deposit by 
Moreland amt House of and the alleged profit 
derived by them from such money. 

One of these cases has been tried in the 
lower court and is now pending in the .Su¬ 
preme Court on appeal. 

As you know, the hanks claim that they 
are not. tinder the facts in the case, liable in 
a ny sum whatever, and that, In the end, the 
city will have to pay all the costs; and, then, 
they Jurlher claim that,even (fa technical 
case against them were proven, the damages 
to the city have been merely nominal, and a 
recovery would not exceed the formal verdict 
of(j}4 cents. 

That t lie city actually received every dollar 
of money which Messrs. Moreland ano House 
deposited with them is but the plain truth 
which nooneenu controvert, and in ihese ac¬ 
tions the city does not pretend to claim to the 
contrary, but merely alleges a right to recover 
damages because of an alleged unlawful de¬ 
posit illegally withheld. More than this it is 
true, the city admits, and it is part of your 
case, that House leccived from the banks in¬ 
terest on this money. But House was a law 
officer of the city, and If he failed lo account 
to the city for such interest, is it not. even on. 
your own theory, quite hard upon the banks 
to endeavor to make them pay it over again? 

As we have each claimed in court, and to 
yon personally, we do think, and have ad¬ 
vised our clients, that, under the law, as ills 
shown by prior decisions of our highest 
courts, there is a grave and serious doubt 
whether the cily can recover ut all; and, even 
if a nominal recovery may be had, it could 
not exceed cents. 

At the same time, we recognize the peculiar 
circumstances surrounding these cases and 
the unfortunate nature of the transactions out 
of which these claims arise, and, in view of 


these, as well as the uncertainty of result In 
legal proceedings, we think the cases are, pre¬ 
eminently, ones for an amicable arrangement 
and compromise, and we therefore now offer 
to pay the sum of#25,000 in full settlement of 
all claims of the City of Pittsburgh against 
the hanks, anil each of them. Involving or 
growing out of the transact ions complained 
of In the present suits. 

This is a formal pres* ntat Ion and renewal 
of the offer we made you. and which was dis¬ 
cussed with you last May, and which you 
then refused to act upon until ufter mature 
deliberation.

Gentlemen This city has pending and 
undetermined in the courts three cases. One 
against the Allegheny National Hank of Pitts¬ 
burgh, W.C. Moreland and W. H. House, at 
No. 591 December term, 1895; another against 
the First National Bank of Pittsburgh, W. C. 
Moreland and W. H. House, at No. 592 De¬ 
cember term, 1895. and the third against the 
Tradesmens National Hank of Pittsburgh. W. 
C. Moreland and W. H* House, at No. 593 De¬ 
cember term, 1895. 

The first t wo of these cases have never been 
tried, and the last, while tried and won by 
the city in the Court of Common Pleas No. ), 
was appealed bv the defendants to the Su¬ 
preme Court, of Pennsylvania, where it is now 
pending and undetermined. 

These suits were brought to recover from the 
defendants damages for the illegal detention 
of the city’s money by the said defendants, 
the said money having been deposited with 
the said banks by Mr. Moreland and Mr. 
House, and the banks havlng for years paid 
interest upon said deposits to the said More¬ 
land and House, ana which the said banks 
have long ago paid to the city every dollar of 
the money so deposited with the said banks 
as aforesaid, still the contention of the city is 
that it is entitled to damages by reason of the 
illegal deposits of the city’s money made by 
the said Moreland and House, as aforesaid. 

Therefore, those eases are not for the recov¬ 
ery of any certain, specific or fixed sum. but 
the Jury, in the event of finding lor the plain¬ 
tiff, can under the charge of Judge Stowe, who 
presided at the trial of the said case, render a 
verdtet for any amount from 6% cents up to 
three percentum per annum on the amounts 
so deposited. The largest amount that could 
be recovered in all three cases under the said 
charge could not exceed $50,000. 

Some months ago the bank defendants 
offered to pay in cash and at once to the City 
of Pittsburgh the sum of $25000, or fifty per 
cent, of the largest amount the city could ever 
recover under the most favorable auspices, in 
order to end this litigation. 

lam compelled to advise you that they are 
very serious and dangerous legal questions in¬ 
volved In this litigation, and the decision of 
the Supreme Court may be against the city 
and In favor of defendants. I believe that 
the banks are liable to the city in these ac¬ 
tions accordingly, as held by the said Court of 
Common Pleas No. 1, yet I also realize, first, 
the danger of having the Hupreme Court de¬ 
cide adversely to the Interests of the city, and 
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secondly, that should the Supreme Court 
affirm the opinion of the said Court of Com¬ 
mon Pleas No. I, the danger of subsequent 
juries finding In the aggregate a less amount 
of damages to the city than the said sum of 
$*25,0110, now of Feted to settle this litigation. 

Therefore, In view of the uncertainty regard¬ 
ing the law, the privilege of the jury In the 
event oft heir finding for the city to find for 
any amount from 6^cents up, and the benefits 
that would accrue to the city from the termi¬ 
nation of this litigation and the securing of 
tills large sum of money at once and without 
the risks incident lo litigation, X am of the 
opinion that the said otter of the said hank 
defendants should be accepted.

Dear Sir I have the 
honor of reporting to you that the records and 
books of account of the City Attorney’s office, 
from October 17,1895, to January 31, 1899, have 
been examined ana found to be in a very 
satisfactory condition. 

Since the present City Attorney assumed 
the duties of this office no money has been 
collected or handled therein, all payments 
being made directly into the city treasury, 
and monthly reports thereof filed with City 
Controller. 

In calculating the accrued interest on assess¬ 
ments for street and sewer improvements we 
find it absolutely necessary to make an allow* 
anee for the time elapsing between the date of 
the statements rendered and the date of the 
arrival of the money or check at the city 
treasury. And not infrequently statements 
are rendered as of tiie first of the ensuing 
month. The occasional payment of such 
statements In the current month operates to 
diminish the loss, if properly so called, on those 
siatemenis which come in a few days behind 
time. With this exception any errors of over 
twenty-five cents, when pointed out, were col¬ 
lected, and the City Treasurer's books show 
that all amounts due the city between said 
dales of October 17, 1895, and January 31. 1899, 
have gone directly Into the treasury of the city. 

However, there are many liens open of re¬ 
cord which have been paid and for which cer¬ 
tificates of release have been Issued. Appar¬ 
ently this Is done by the properly owner to 
avoid payment to the Prothonotary of the 
costs due thereon. These costs, generally 
speaking, have been paid by the city, and if 
released as above stated, they would reduce 
tiie amount to be collected by the Prothono* 
tary from tiie city, by the amount due the 
city on said liens. 

Again, if money is paid at sheriff sales, in 
settlement of Municipal Liens and not en¬ 


tered on tiie Municipal Lien Dockets at. their 
respective numbers and terms, all such liens 
thus paid would remain open and undis¬ 
covered by your accountant.

Section 1. Be it ordained and enacted by the 
City of Pittsburgh in Select and Common 
Councils assembled, and it Is hereby ordained 
and enacted by authority of the same, That 
the question of Increasing the indebtedness of 
said City of Pittsburgh to an amount not ex¬ 
ceeding the sum of two hundred thousand

dollars ($200,000.00) by an Issue of bonds bear¬ 
ing interest at a rate not exceeding four per 
centum per annum and mat uring in not ex¬ 
ceeding thirty years from the date of the issue 
thereof, and to the redemption of which at 
maturity so much of the revenue of the City 
of Pittsburgh as may be necessary shall bo

Section 1. Be it ordained and enacted by the 
City of Pittsburgh in Select and Common 
Councils assembled, and it is hereby ordained 
and enacted by authority of the same, That 
the question of increasing the indebtedness of 
said City of Pittsburgh to an amount not ex¬ 
ceeding two hundred and eighty-two thous¬

As you are doubtless aware, tin* “ Pittsburgh 
Sunday Leader,” in Its issue of October 1,1809, 
alleged certain Hregulatitles In Lhe money 
transactions between William C. Moreiand, 
late City Attorney, and William Flinn. 

In company with Clarence Burleigh, E«q., 
City Attorney, a call was made Wednesdaj- 
afternoon, October 4, 18W, t<> ascertain the 
evidetiee had to warrant such a publication. 

We found In the possession or the “ Lender” 
sundry checks, together with the check books 
and stubs, used by William C. Moreiand In 
the conduct of the business of the City Attor¬ 
ney’s office. 

Under the conditions stated it was, and is, 
manliestly my duty to investigate, so far as it 
is possible to go with the records in the care 
and keeping of this office; but without the 
benefit of the check books, stubs and checks 
in the possession of the Pittsburgh Leader,” 
i leel that it will not, nor can it be, as full and 
searching as your honorable bodies desire. 

The audit Is embarrassed by the absence of 
the following data, t lie disappearance of which 
from the City Attorney’s office having never 
been accounted for, to wit:

Genlemen The bond issue of the City of 
Pittsburgh, authorized to be issued by the

I would suggest that in said resolution his 
compensation should also be considered, and 
that the same shall noi exceed the minimum 
charges of the Pittsburgh Chapter of the 
American Institute of Architects, the same 
being the rate charged by architects in their 
general profession.

by the architect, including advertisements 
and the superintending of the erection of the 
same, shall be in strict accordance with all the 
Acts of Assembly of this Commonwealth and 
the ordinances of the City of Pittsburgh in 
reference to freedom of competition. 

The compensation of said William Young 
Brady, architect shall, from time to time, be 
paid as the work progresses, upon pay-rolls 
made and furnished by the Director of the 
Department of Public Safety, in manner and 
form as now prescribed by the Controller of 
the city of Pittsburgh.

Gentlemen I beg leave to return to your 
honorable bodies wituont my approval a reso¬ 
lution (S. C. No. 1054), providing that the City 
Controller be authorized, empowered and di¬ 
rected to issue his certificate or certificates 
upon the Mayor for a warrant or warrants in 
favor of Patrolman David Lewis for any lost 
time that he may suffer on account of injuries 
received by bim while arresting one James E. 
Glenn on April 19th, 1897. 

To allow a resolution of this character to be¬ 
come a law would be establishing a very bad 
precedent, as it would in fact be creating a 
perpetual pension by theCity lor the intended 
beneficiary 7 . This would be clearly illegal, and 
at the same time would be contrary to the 
spirit and letter of the by-laws of the Police 
Pension Fund Association of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh, which was created for just such cases, 
among others, as that of Patrolman Lewis, 
whom it is claimed has been unable to per¬ 
form police duty since April 10th, 1899, by rea¬ 
son of the injuries received by him while in 
the performance of his duty. SecLion 1, of 
Article 6 of the By-Laws of t he Police Pension 
Fund Association reads as follows: 


“ Any member of this Association who shall 
become incapacitated from performing police 
duty, or the duties oi the position of clerk, 
police telegraph or telephone operator, patrol 
service, front office force, or other duties to 
which lie shall he assigned in the Bureau of 
Police, as t.be case may be, by reason of in¬ 
juries received by him while in the actual per¬ 
formance of ills official duties, shall be entitled 
under the regulations hereafter prescribed, to 
receive monthly, a pension equal in amount 
to one-half of the salary paid him at the 
time lie was injured fur a period not exceed¬ 
ing fifty iwo weeks; and at the expiration of 
fifty-two weeks, and upon examination and 
certification by the Surgeon of the Bureau of 
Police, that the applicant or beneficiary has 
received permanent injuries, wholly disquali¬ 
fying him from police duty, and upon sign¬ 
ing, releasing and relinquishing the Associ¬ 
ation from all benefits and advantages wnatso- 
ever, and upon a vote of a majority of the 
directors, may receive a sum of money equal 
to the amount paid for death claims, Pro¬ 
vided, that any amount that the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh, by its Councils, shall pay to ihe claim¬ 
ant, or such employe of the Bureau of Police, 
from the lost-lime account shall be deducted 
from the amount herein provided for.” 

If Patrolman Lewis is disqualified from 
doing police duLy because of the injuries re¬ 
ceived by him while in the performance of bis 
duties, bis case falls clearly within the above 
quoted section of the By-Laws of the Police 
Pension Fund Association, and if he is to be 
paid for lost time by reason of his disability it 
should be from the Police Pension Fund, and 
not tlirough a pension specially created fqi his 
benefit by the city for an indefinite period of 
time, making it in reality a perpetual pension 
during the lifetime of Patrolman Lewis.

to us through the public press, bearing sorrow 
to the heart of every member of Councils as 
well as to the community at large, especially 
to those that have known his kindness and 
loving consideration when in distress and 
trouble; therefore, be it 

Resolved , That the citizens of Pittsburgh 
have met with an irreparable loss in the death 
of one who has served his fellow men with 
such eminent fidelity and integrity; 

Resolved , That George Booth, as an in¬ 
dustrious artisan in his youth, a gallant and 
brave soldier in defense of his country’s life 
and liberty in his early manhood, as a trusty 
and faithful public officer during twenty- 
seven years’ service, he was a shining exem¬ 
plar of all that is noble, brave and honest in 
American citizenship. 

Resolved , That at. home he was idolized as 
a loving and affectionate husband and 
father, and in private life he was known as a 
sincere friend, a prudent and wise counsellor. 

Resolved, That these resolutions be spread 
upon the minutes of Councils and that a copy 
of same be transmitted to the family of the 
deceased, and that Councils attend his funeral 
service as a body. 

Which was read. 

Mr. Perry said: 

“ Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen;— 
In announcing the death of Mr. George Booth 
I used the expression that it was a painful 
duty, and E do not know of anything that has 
transpired which was so painful to me. I 
knew that he was sick, aud on Saturday 
evening I heard he was resting easier, but I 
did not know he was dead until Sunday. 

“I do not suppose that, there was any mem¬ 
ber of Councils who was any closer to him 
than myself. I was on the Charity Commitr 
tee for many years, and we never disagreed ; 
we had no reason to disagree. 

We do not know at the present time of the 
irreparable lost occasioned by his death. We 
can bear proof to his honesty and integrity. 
Of all the public officers that have been 
around city hall I do not know of any who 
had the respectof those going in and going 
out as did the late director. I doubt, no mat 
ter whom we select to succeed him, t hat we 
will find the equal to George Booth. He was 
honest, upright and had a .large and human 
heart, which is required in a man to hold 
such a position. 

“If there was anything that appealed to the 
human heart, when Councils made its last 
annual inspection to Marshalsea, it was the 
way the inmates of the asylum—the blind, 
the insane and sick—all had a kind word for 
him. No matter whom we elect, he will 
never fill the position as well as did Mr, Booth. 

“He had made many improvements at 
Marshalsea and contemplated many more, 
but, like Mr. Elliott, who served about as 
long as Mr. Booth, this useful man did not 
live to perfect them all. Just so far as his 
work has gone, it will be a standing monu¬ 
ment to his usefulness and ability. 

“I have lost one of the best friends I ever 
had. If I spoke for an hour I could say no 
more than I have done at the present.” 


Mr. Perry said: 

‘ Your committee has performed its 
duty, and present the following resolution : 

No. 1970. Whereas, The painful 
intelligence of the death of George Booth, Di¬ 
rector of Department of Charities, has come 


Mr, W. A. Magee said : 

“1 wish to lay my small tribute among 
the flowers which rest upon the bier of the 
man for whom this minute has been drawn. 

“The life which he led must win for him the 
thought among the people that he did much 
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that was good. We know of his coming to 
us from across the sea as a boy, and in the 
early days of his newly acquired citizenship 
he took it with him where he might gain the 
crown and glory of a soldier’s life, and when 
his work was finished he came back to the 
peaceful quiet walks of life as an artisan. 
Afterwards he entered the services of the 
municipality and moved on untilhe became 
City Clerk and finally head of the Charities 
department. 

“He endeared himself to all who came in 
contact with him. I know a great deal of 
George Booth’s life. I knew him for many 
years, and was one of a committee which 
called upon him, after Mr. Elliott's death, to 
tender him the support of a number of mem¬ 
bers of Councils for the place which he has so 
ably filled. George Booth was a kindly, 
friendly man, and the first thing he said was, 
‘Boys do you think I could fill the bill.’ We 
told him we thought he could. He said, *1 
am City Clerk. What are you going to do 
with the City Clerk’s office if I go out ?’ That 
was an after consideration, but. he did not 
think so. He said, ‘Eddie Martin should 
have that place. We brought him into City 
Hall as a little boy, because we knew his 
father, and unless you agree to support him 
I’ll stay where 1 am.’ That was his kindness 
to his associates, 

“In every relation oflife, Mr. Booth was a 
man to admire.” 

President Gamble of Select Council said : 

“George Booth is dead. Such is the 
message which on last Saturday evening was 
flashed over this great city. Do we compre¬ 
hend what that means? The kind and affec¬ 
tionate husband and father. The conscien¬ 
tious and upright citizen. The sincere and 
humble Christian. A brave soldier in the 
hour of his country’s need. An honored com¬ 
rade of the Grand Army of the Republic. A 
former member of these Councils; careful 
and painstaking. An intelligent and far 
seeing friend of popular education, and a 
former Director of the public schools. A 
former Clerk of these Councils; accurate, 
prompt, conscientious and reliable. A Direc¬ 
tor of Charities; patient with the wearisome, 
gentle with the suffering, and a con for ter of 
the sorrowing, and yet a terror to the deceit¬ 
ful. Quiet, modest and unostentatious, yet 
firm of purpose and of decided convictions. 
Buch a one is now dead. Is it any wonder 
that our hearls are gad? Is it any wonder 
that the people of this great metropolis 
paused in the midst of their various business 
enterprises to speak a kind word? Jsitany 
wonder that the Press with one accord, with¬ 
out regard to politics or religion have taken 
occasion to speak in praise of his character 
and of kis works. And yet my friends, I 
would not have you imagine that by the 
death ofonr friend, virtue, religion, charity 
and public spirit hath perished from the land. 
If that were the case, then sad indeed would 
be the lot of the poor and needy, deplorable 
the condition of public affairs, and dark the 
prospect before us. No, no. The work of our 
deceased brother is not yet done. Though 
dead, he yet speakelh. The mortal part has 
perished, or rattier has put on immortality, 
but the spirit, which endeared him to us still 
survives, and while his body will soon lie 
mouldering in the grave, his soul, like that 
of John Brown, will go marching on. 

“The base and ignoble only shall perish. 
Truth, virtue and right are immortd. They 
shall survive the wreck of matter and the 
crash of worlds. 


“This spirit shall return to him 
Who gave it heavenly spark, 

Yet think not sun 

It shall be dimmed when theyselfare dark, 
No, it shall live again and shine, 

In bliss unknown to beams of thine 
By him recalled to breathe, 

Who captive lead captivity, 

Who robbed the grave of victory. 

And took the sting from death.” 

“And yet we can hardly believe this. Some 
one has beautifully said: 

“Alone I walked the ocean strand 
A peaily shell was in my hand, 

I stooped and wrote upon the sand 
My name, the year and day. 

As onward from the spot I passed, 

One lingering look behind I cast, 

A wave came rolling high and fast 
And washed my lines away. 

And so melhought ’twill quickly be 
With every mark on earth of me, 

A wave of dark oblivious sea 
Will sweep across the place 
Where I have trod the sandy shore 
Of time, and be to me no more. 

Of me, my day, the name I bore, 

To leave no track or trace.” 

“Such thoughts as these are most likely to 
fill our minds at this hour. We are too apt to 
think that with the man has perished all the 
good traits and noble qualities which exalted 
and ennobled his life. 

“We look upon it as the writing upon the 
sand which the waves have washed away for¬ 
ever. All is vanity. The future seems to be 
naught but oblivion. But’tis not so. Listen 
to the next verse: 

“And yet with him who counts the sands 
Aud holds the waters in his hands 
I know a lasting record stands 
Inscribed against my name. 

Of all this mo rial part has wrought, 

Of all this thinking soul has ihought, 

And from these fleeting moments caught, 
For glory or for shame.” 

“Our deceased brother has left a precious 
legacy to his children, a magnificent example 
for those who are engaged in the public ser¬ 
vice, an inspiration to all those who are en¬ 
gaged in that battle and warfare which only 
terminates at death. 

“Not only was our deceased friend chari¬ 
table to the poor, needy and sorrowing ones 
whom he met In life’s pathway, bathe was 
charitable in that greater and grander sense 
which enabled him to look with a forgiving 
spirit upon the sins and shortcomings of 
otliers. His reproaches and ehidings were 
made in a spirit not of revenge, but kindly 
and regretfully. He hated the offence, but 
was merciful to the offender. 

“I have known him for nearly forty years. 

I knew him both in his hours of darkness 
and of sunshine, f counseled with him in a 
dark hour when financial ruin seemed pend¬ 
ing. He never sought to shield himself by ex¬ 
posing others to the storm. He was willing to 
accent the blame where he thought he de erv- 
ed it. He was more anxious for his reputa¬ 
tion than for life or fortune. One beautiful 
Sabbath day last summer, at his urgent solici¬ 
tation, Mr. and Mrs. Booth, Mrs. Lamble and 
myself together spent the day at the City 
Farm. He showed us the wards of the city. 

It was delight ful to see how they greeted him 
and how tenderly he acted towards them. 


I 
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Even the blind recognized the tones of his 
voice and gathered so closely around him as 
to impede his motion. He unfolded to us his 
plans, his hopes and his anticipations. He re¬ 
gretted his inability to do all that his heart 
wished and his active brain devised for them 
and in their behalf. When at last the day 
was over, we sat during the long twilight 
hours reviewing the past. Both of us had been 
long in the public service. We knew inti¬ 
mately and well the men who during more 
then two and a half decades had occupied the 
stage and who were much in the popular eye. 
We knew their traits of character, their merits 
and demerits. We knew their reputations. 
Our deceased brother had 1 'malice for none, 
but charity for all.” Not an unkind, un¬ 
charitable or unchristianlike word had he for 
any. He made no complaints, and yet he 
talked freely. 

“Long time ago the man who spake as 
never man spake said, “With what judgment 
ye judge, ye shall be judged. With what 
measure ye mete, it shall be measured to you 
again.” “Give and it shall be given unto 
you, good measure, pressed down, shaken to¬ 
gether and running over.” 

“If this be true, and who can doubt such an 
authority, how great must be his reward In 
that beautiful land beyond the river.”

in bis judgment may be for the best interests 
of the City,” allow me to say : 

On October 16th, 1899, three actions were 
brought in the Courtof Common Pleas No. 2 
of Allegheny County, in relation to this 
matter: 

FirstAn action of Trespass. Pittsburgh 
vs. William C. Moreland, William H. House 
and William Fiinn, and James J. Booth and 
William Fiinn, partners doing business under 
the firm name and style of Booth <fc Fiinn, at 
No. 66 January Term, I960. 
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.Second An action of Assumpsit. Pitts¬ 
burgh vs. James J. Booth and William Flinn, 
partners doing business under the firm name 
amt style of Booth <fc Flinn, at No. 67 January 
Term, 1900. 

Third:—An action of Assumpsit. Pitts¬ 
burgh vs. William Plinn, at Wo. 08, January 
Term, lyOO. 

The action at No. 66 January Term, 1900— 
the action of Trespass—was fully heard by 
said Court of Common Pleas No.2: it being 
tried before Hou. J, W. P. White, President 
Judge of Court of Common Pleas No. 2, 
without a j ury, the testimony being taken on 
November 27th, 28th and 29th, 1899. On De¬ 
cember 6th, )S99, the case was exhaustively 
argued before the said Hon. J. W. F. White, 
by all counsel, including the City Attorney. 
After such argument the said Judge took all 
the papers, briefs, documents and testimony, 
connected with said case, and held the same 
under consideration until December 23d, 1899, 
when he rendered his opinion in said case, 
finding against the City aud in iavor of all 
defendaniK, the said opinion concluding as 
follows: “If no exceptions be filed hereto 
within thirty days after the filing hereof in 
the Prot ho notary’s office, judgment will be 
entered for the defendants.” A true and 
correct copy of said opinion in fu 11 is hereto 
attached and made pari hereof. 

Unless exceptions are filed within thirty 
days from December 23d, L899, judgment 

aganm the City and in favor of all tne de¬ 
fendants, will bs entered and will be final and 
conclusive. 

If such exceptions are filed and are not sus¬ 
tained, an appeal may be taken by the City 
to the Supreme Court of Pennsylvania. 

I desire particularly to call your attention 
to the fact that any judgment entered in said 
action of Trespass is practically conclusive of 
the said two actions in Assumpsit.

This is an action of trespass, by the city of 
Pittsburgh against the defendants, charging 
them with a corrupt agreement to use certain 
moneys of the city for their private gain, in 
violaiion of the Act of Assembly of 31 March, 
1860, and to the great loss of the city. 

By agreement in writing, signed by all the 
parties, and filed, a jury trial was waived, aud 
the case to be tried by J. W.-F. White, Presi¬ 
dent Judge of Common Pleas No. 2. 

Testimony taken Nov. 27, 28 and 29, 1899. 
Arguments of counsel heard Dec. 5,1899. 

FINDINGS OF FACT. 

1. W. C. Moreland was the City Attorney of 
Pittsburgh, duly appointed under the law and 
ordinance of the ciiy r and acting as such from 
February, 1882, to October 14,1895, at an annual 
salary of $5,OOU.OO. 


2. W. H. House was the duly appointed 
Clerk of the City Attorney, from 1882 to 1891, 
at an annual salary of SI,800.00; and from 
1891 to 1895, Assistant City Attorney, at an 
a n u uaI salary of $2,500.00. 

3. The office of City Attorney was in City 
Hall, in a room furnished by the city, where 
the books, accounts and papers of the office 
were kept. W. C. Moreland bad his private 
office for ids other legal business on another 
street. W. H. House had immediate charge 
of the office in City Hall. His duties were to 
keep all the accounts of the office, books, 
papers, etc., receive money on claims in the 
hands, of tlie City Attorney, pay the money 
into the City Treasury, or deposit it in bank, 
and pay it out to such parties as were legally 
entitled to it. 

4. W. C. Moreland entrusted all the finan¬ 
cial matters to W. H. House. He was seldom 
in the office, and paid no attention to the 
business of the office. He did not examine 
into the accounts, or know how the accounts 
stood. He attended to busi less in the courts, 
and gave counsel to city officials when called 
upon. 

5. It was the duty of the City Attorney to 
pay over immediately inio the City Treasury 
all moneys collected for the city, and give a 
detailed statement in writing to the Con¬ 
troller. This was never done during hisentire 
time. All moneys collected by him or W. H. 
House were deposited in one of four national 
banks, where he kept his accounts. These ac¬ 
counts were in his individual name, “ W. C. 
Moreland,*’ not as “ City Attorney, 1 ’ or in any 
way indicated they were city money. 

6. In the office, in City Hall, check books of 
the banks were kept. Moreland would sign 
checks in blank, leaving House to fill them 
out and give them to tlie parties entitled to 
the money. A1J the money paid into the City 
Treasury was on such checks, sometimes in 
sums of fifty or a hundred thousand dollars, 
without a proper detailed statement. Also, 
all payments to parties of mi neys which did 
not go into ihe Ciiy Treasury were by such 
checks—all the checks signed simply ** W. C. 
Moreland,” payable to the order of W. H. 
House, and by him endorsed over. 

7. Moreland had no separate bank account. 
He deposited some money of his own in the 
banks, but neither he nor House knew how 
much or when. Aud lie drew checks on these 
banks for his own use. 

8. The moneys collected on claims placed 
in his hands as City Attorney were considered 
and treated, by ail the city officers, during the 
whole of Moreland’s time, and for ten or fif¬ 
teen years before, as of two classes: First and 
mainly,assessments for the grading and pav¬ 
ing of stieets and the construction of sewers, 
which were always done under contracts with 
theciiy. Collections for these were to be paid 
i nto the Ci ty Treasu ry. T1ie second class were 
assessments on properties benefited, to pay 
damages to parties injured by the laying out, 
opening, widening or straightening of streets, 
lanes or alleys; damages on grading of streets 
and on approaches to bridges, and the ex¬ 
pense of set:mg curbstones and laying side¬ 
walks, where ttie owners failed to make the 
improvement after notice. This work was 
then done under a contractor, who was enti¬ 
tled to the money. All the moneys collected 
on this second class did not go into the City 
Treasury, but were paid out directly by the 
City Attorney, no reports of these being made 
to the City Treasurer or Controller, and they 
had no account of them. Mr. Moreland was 
























never called up >n to pay over to the city any 
money collected on this second class, or to 
make any report on the subject. 

9. According to the testimony of Mr. More¬ 
land, at least fifteen p^r cent, of all money 
collected belonged to this second class. Mr. 
House, who had far more knowledge on the 
subject, testified that the proportion would be 
at least twenty percent. That is all the evi¬ 
dence there was on the subiect. 

10. Booth <& Flinn was very large con¬ 
tractors with the city on street improve men Is. 
Barge sums of money were due them on their 
contracts, and in the hands of the City At¬ 
torney for collection, from 1884 to 1894. In 
May. 1885, Mr. Flinn, needing money to pay 
their payroll, called upon Mr. House to in¬ 
quire about the collections, suiting his need of 
money. Mr. House was the only one who 
could give him any information on the sub¬ 
ject. He said the* collections were slow coming 
in, but he could help tide t hem over, by loan- 
ing the money. This occurred nearly every 
time Flinn got any money. Mr. Flinn was 
repeatedly, during the whole time of their 
transactions, at the City Attorney’s office, 
inquiring about collections, and expressing 
his need of money. House would sometimes 
discount a note, and sometimes give a check 
on Flinn’s check, to be returned in a few 
days. The checks were all signed W . C. 
Moreland, payable to the order of W. H. 
House, and by him endorsed to Booth & Flinn. 
Nothing was said at any time as to what fuud 
was being drawn on for the money, or whose 
money it was. 

11. Mr, Flinn was well acquainted wirh Mr. 
Moreland, and knew he was City Attorney, 
but never mentioned to him, or had any con¬ 
versation with him, in reference to his getting 
money from House. 

12. James J. Booth had nothing to do with 
the transactions with House—Flinn was the 


financial manager of the firm Booth, on two 
occasions, when Flinn was absent, endorsed 
the Moreland-House checks, for bank de¬ 
posits, but did so at the request of the book¬ 
keeper, without knowing for what they were 
given. 

13. A fire occurred In the Duff building, 
where Booth & Flinn had their office, on Jan¬ 
uary 5, 1893, which destroyed nearly all their 
notes, checks, vouchers, etc., prior to that 
date, and greatly damaged the books and 
papers in their safe. 

14. In the City Attorney’s Office in City 
Hall were kept cheek books of the four bauks, 
and on the siubs of the checks Issued were 
memoranda giving the date, the amount, to 
whom issued, and sometimes staling on what 
account. This was ail the record kept of the 
checks issued, and for what purpose. In the 
eight and a half years, from May 13, 1885, to 
November 22, 1893, there were twenty-one 
checks given to William Flinn, all except the 
last two to Booth & Flinn, the twenty-one 
aggregating the sum of $118,732.75. Ten of ihe 
checks, as marked on the stubs, were on ac¬ 
count of notes, and eleven exchange checks. 
It is likely some changes were made after the 
original entries, for there are apparent dis¬ 
crepancies, and confusion in dates, which, 
from the lapse of time, and the loss of the 
papers of Booth & Flinn, neither House nor 
Flinn couid explain. 

15 The following is a list of the twenty-one 
checks, giving the memoranda on the stubs, 
of the date, amount, and to whom issued, and 
whether on a note or as exchange check, I 
have numbered them for convenience of ref¬ 
erence. I also give the date when the money 
was paid back and entered in Mr. Moreland’s 
account in one of the banks. These dates and 
payments are proven by the expert book¬ 
keepers, who traced the paying checks and 
notes through the banks into Mr, Moreland’s 
account.

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The checks numbered 1, 4, 7. 8 and 9 were 
for notes of the Philadelphia Company, at 
four months, to Booth <fc Ftinn, for work done 
hy ihem, and paid at maturity, and credited 
in Moreiaud’s bank account. No. 2 is marked 
on the siuo “Ferguson note.” The note, 
however, of E. M. Ferguson to Booth & 
FI inn lor work, was dated and probably 
not given until June 30, at four months, 
paid at maturity, and credited in More¬ 
land’s bank account. The note was for 
$2,750.00, being $250.00 more than the check 
of June30. As this was more than fourteen 
years ago, neither House nor Flinn could ex¬ 
plain the discrepancy. Check No. 3 was for 
$1,732.75. The check of Booth & Flinn, seven 
days later, lo House, was for $2,000.00, which 
was credited in Moreland’s bank account. 
This was an over-payment of #207.25, and 
being iourieen years ago, neither House nor 
Flinn could explain the discrepancy. These 
two over-pay menu amounted lo $517.25. 
Checks Nos. 10, 11 and i2 were for notes of 
Booih & Flinn, and Ultimately paid by Booth 
& Flinn, ana credhed in Moreland’s bank 
account. Check No. 18 is marked on the stub 
“ex. cu./* yet it embraced a draft of the P., A. 
& M. Traction Co. to Booth & Flinn, which, 
after one or two renewals, was paid, and the 
amount, $5,165.50,credited In Moreland’s bank 
account. A check oi Booih & Flinn for 
$834.50, December 13, 1890, ana another for 
#9,060.00, January 3, 1891, both credited in 
Moreland’s bank account, paid in full this 
check No. 18. In the same way the payment 
oi all the other checks was traced into the 
bank account of Mr. Moreland. Wbile House 
and Flinn both testified that all the money of 
these twenty-one checks was paid back, the 
tact does not depend on their testimony. The 
testimony of tne expei t bookkeepers, who, 
With great Jaboi' and accuracy, traced the pay¬ 
ment of the various notes and checks in the 
banks, and into Moreland’s bank accounts, 
places Lhe payments beyond doubt. 

16. Both House and Flinn testified that 
interest was paid at the rate of six per cent 
on all notes and Lime loans, but not on ex¬ 
change checks for only a short time. From 
the lapse of time and the loss of Booth & 
Flinn’s papers in the fire, neither could give 
dates, amounts or details. Flinn, however, 
produced six cheeks, running from July 11, 
189ti, to January 16, 1892. two ibr $300.00 each, 
and lour for $305.00 each, in ail $1,820.00, pay¬ 
able to W. H, House, which, from Booth & 


Flinn’s books, appeared to be on account of 
interest. House testified that all interest re¬ 
ceived was paid into bank and credhed 
in the account of Moreland, As there was no 
evidence to the contrary, f must accept their 
testimony that interest was paid on the notes 
and long loans. Many of t lie exchange checks 
had only a few days to run. No. 16 was evi¬ 
dently converted into a note loan. Taking 
the other ten checks marked “ex. ch.,“ (de¬ 
ducting the P., A. & M, Traction Co, draft) 
and counting the interest on them until paid, 
the interest would not exceed $480.00, being 
less than the $517.25, the over-payments on 
checks Nos. 2 and 3. 

17. The principal and interest were paid to 
W. H. House, and not to tbq City Treasurer. 
As the money was got from House, and he 
held the notes or checks of Boot h &. Flinn, the 
payment to him was proper. He received the 
money as Assistant District Attorney, like all 
other moneys received by him, and was bound 
to account for it lo the city. 

18. There are other facts which throw great 
light upon Lhe transactions between House 
and Flinn, and are very material in view of 
the charge that there was a corrupt agree¬ 
ment by the defendants for an improper use 
of the city money. According to the testi¬ 
mony there was never a word on the subject 
of these loans between Moreland and Flinn. 
House had the collection of all claims for 
sewers and street assessments, and the entire 
control of money, depositing it in bank, and 
paying it out to parties entiLled to it. He, 
and he only, had charge of the accounts, 
knew who had paid and who hud not, how 
much of the money iu bank belonged, to the 
different city contracts, and how much was to 
be disbursed directly by the City Attorney to 
parties entitled to damages. He knew what 
contracts Booth & Flinn had with the city, 
how much was due them on each contract, 
how much was in his hands for collection, and 
how much had been collected on each. He 
was the only person who could give Flinn in¬ 
formation as to collections and the money on 
hand. 

The following statement (taken from the 
bank accounts and Controller’s books) shows 
how much money Moreland had to his credit 
In the four bunks, and the amount of the 
claims of Booth & Flinn in the City Attorney’s 
hands for collection, at the date of each cheek.

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In 1885 there were six checks, total amount 
$17,732.75; in 1886, three checks, $15,000,00; in 
.1887, one check, $10,000.00; in 1888, two checks, 
$6,000.00; in 1889. iwo checks,$17,500.00 ; in 1890, 
two checks, $30,000.00. in 1891. one check, 
$7,500,00; in 1892, one check, $7,000.00; and in 
1893, one check, $8,000.00. 

On no occasion* did a check exceed five per 
cent, of what Moreland had in bank, except 
one, which was less than six per cent.; gen¬ 
erally it was only two or three per cent. And 
on no occasion, except one, did the check ex¬ 
ceed oue-fifth of the amount of claims of 
Booth <fe Fiinn in the hands of City Attorney 
for collection. 

If twenty per cent, of the moneys in the 
banks belonged to the Second class of collec¬ 
tions, as testitled by House, which was never 
paid into the City Treasury, but was always 
paid by the City Attorney directly to the 
parties entitled to damages, etc., then at no 
time was the check given by House to Fiinn 
more than about, one-fifth of that fund, and 
generally a much less proportion. 

19. There was no agreement or u ndemand¬ 
ing between House or Fiinn by which House 
was to receive any guin, or in any way be 
personally benefited by these transactions 
between liimand Fiinn. 

20. There was no corrupt bargain or under¬ 
standing, no secrecy or attempt at conceal¬ 
ment in these transactions. The checks were 
all given during business hours in the office 
of City Attorney in City Hall, except one at 
House’s home when he was sick; they were 
all made payable to tlie order of Booth & 
Fiinn except the last two, which were to 
William Fiinn; the stubs in the check books 
in the Cit y Attorney’s office contained a brFf, 
but clear, statement, explaining each check; 
and the books in the office of Booih & Fiinn 
contained an account, witli W. H. House, in 
which all the transactions were regularly 
entered. 

21. W. H. House did notihink he wasdoing 
wrong, or violating any statute, in loaning 
the money to Booth & Fiinn. Had he thought 
so, it Is incredible that, he would not, have 
attempted to conceal or disguise the trans¬ 
actions. He knew there were large sums due 
Booth & Fiinn, in his hands for collection. 
He knew there was a larg“ balance to More¬ 
land’s account in the banks. He knew that 
Booth & Fiinn needed money to pay their 
workmen. Doubtless ha thought he could 
accommodate them without loss or injury to 
anyone. He was encouraged to think he was 
not doing any wrong from the unrestrained 
and absolute control of the money he was 
permitted to exercise; Moreland paying no 
attention to the business, and the City Treas¬ 
urer and City Controller never looking into 
the accounts, never asking him for any state¬ 
ments, and allowing him to keep such enor¬ 
mous deposits in the banks. 

22. William Fiinn did not know, or have 
any reason to suspect, that House was acting 
illegally or dishonestly in loaning the money. 
He knew it was the duty of House to pay over 
promptly to the City Treasurer all money be¬ 


longing to the city, and had aright to presume 
he did so. When House offered to loan him 
the money, and the checks were signed W. C. 
Moreland, payable to W. H. House, he might 
j fairly have inferred it was money in the 
hands of W. C. Moreland as City Attorney. 
But, knowing that, the City Attorney col¬ 
lected money which was not to be paid into 
the City Treasury, but be entirely under his 
control, he might well have believed that, the 
City Attorney could temporarily use that 
money before the time for distribution, 
without, injury to any of the parties inter¬ 
ested. but rather for their bem fit, by in¬ 
creasing the amount for final distribution by 
the interest received. 

23. The City Treasurer and City Controller 
must be presumed to have had knowledge of 
these transactions; if not actual notice, legal 
notice, for there was enough to put them upon 
inquiry, and the slightest investigation would 
have given them full knowledge. The Con¬ 
troller never received any statements or ac¬ 
counts from the City Attorney of moneys re¬ 
ceived, as required by the Ordinance, and 
never made any inquiries on the subject. The 
City Treasurer always received the personal 
check of W. C. Moreland for moneys paid in, 
and thus knew that Moreland’s accounts in 
the four banks were in his own name, not 
designated as City Attorney. He could, there¬ 
fore, have ascertained from the banks the 
amount of deposits, yet it does not appear 
that he ever made any inquiry, while the bal¬ 
ance on the deposits was always enormous, 
running from $95,000.00 in 1885 to $311,000.00 in 
1891. The offices of the City Treasurer and 
Controller were in City Hall, where they could, 
any day, have seen the ch^ck bonks in the 
City Attorney’s office, and the stubs, disclos¬ 
ing all the transactions between House and 
Fiinn. 

24. The evidence does not show that the 
city lost one Cent by these transactions between 
House and Fiinn; it fails to show that the 
money loaned by House was from collections 
of Hie first class, which should have been paid 
into the City Treasury. The Act of 1864 ex¬ 
pressly directed the City Attorney to collect 
all assessments for benefits in the grading of 
streets and pay the damages to parlies en¬ 
titled thereto. Whether there was any law 
authorizing him to collect and pay out the 
money in the other cases, embraced in the 
second class, dries not appear, but that was the 
practice for more than twenty yearn, and 
recognized as the law by all the city officials. 
If Moreland had paid in to the City Treasurer, 
at tlie date of each check, all that was due the 
city, under the first class of collections, there 
was more than enough left, of money collected 
of the second class, to pay the cheeks to Booth 
& Fiinn and William Fiinn. If House failed 
to collect from Fiinn the whole of the interest, 
or failed to deposit all the interest he received, 
it was no loss to the city, if the loans were 
from the second class. 

j 25. The city of Pittsburgh never lost a cent, 

! or suffered any damage whatever, b.v the 
I transactions between W. II. House and Booth 
I & Fiinn, or William Fiinn. 
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CONCLUSIONS Of' LAW. 

The Act of 31st March, 1860, Sections 62 and 
63, made the loaningof money by a municipal 
officer a misdemeanor, punishable by tine and. 
imprisonment, and forfeiture of office. No 
d*>ubt Moreland acd House were both guilty 
under that statute. They nave both been 
tried, convicted, aad sentenced to prison, for 
misuemeauor in office. Wheiher they can 
again be tried for a misdemeanor in office 
may be doubtful, but it is not material iu this 
issue. 

Tins is not a criminal proceeding. It is a 
civil action lo recover damages from them 
and Booth & Fiinn and William Flmn, in a 
joint action, for money loaned by House to 
Booth & Fiinn and William Fiinn. Booth & 
Fiinn, or William Fiinn, are not responsible 
for the criminal acts of Moreland and House. 
The statute does not subject the borrower of 
the money to a criminal prosecution. How¬ 
ever, if the city suffered any loss, a civil 
action will lie to recover that loss. As the 
borrowed money in this case was ail paid 
back, the only claim of the city now would 
be for interest, in the nature of damages, for 
the use of the money. And if the interest was 
paid, or the city not en til led tointere-t on the 
money loaned, there is no cause of action. 

As the statute punishes only the municipal 
officer loaning me money, and imposes no 
penalty upon the borrower, nor subjects him 
to any criminal piosecution, he cannot be 
considered nparticeps c rimims with the officer 
lor Loaning the muney, if he acted in guod 
faith as a borrower. 

Under the old forms of pleading, this would 
be an action of trespass on the case. There 
was no fraud, force, or violence used, and 
no trespass upon properly. There was no 
unlawlui act committed by Booth & Fiinn, 
or William FI in u, and not the semb¬ 
lance of any malicious intent. The money 
was voluntarily offered and loaned by 
House. Perhaps an action of assumpsit 
might have been maintained. The case is 
entirely different from that of the Common¬ 
wealth vs. The Press Company, Limited, 156 
Pa., 516. In that case there was a fraudulent 
scheme to cheat lhe Commonwealth by over¬ 
charging for the advertisements. 

Under the Act of 6th of January, 1864, and 
the practice of the city departments for more 
than twenty years, if the loans were from 
collections of the second class, the city w r ouid 
not be entitled to the interest. It would go 
into that fund, and be for the benefit of the 
parties entitled to damages. They could 
claim it as against the city. 

As the city i.as failed to establish any just 
claim ugaiust Booth & Fiinn, or William 
Fiinn, ine judgment shuuld be iu their favor. 
While, possibly, Moreland and House may be 
liable to indictment for a misdemeanor in 
office, for loaning the money, the evidence 
fails to show that the city has suffered any 
pecuniary loss by the loans to Booth & Fiinn 
or William Fiinn. If no exceptions be filed 
hereto within thirty days alter the filing 
hereof in the Prothonotary’s office, judgmem 
will be entered for defendants. 

Whereas, In October, J899, certain state¬ 
ments were made charging the commission of 
offenses in the City Attorney’s office during 
the administration of William C. Moreland 
as City Attorney, ana including therein 
William Fiinn and the firm of Booth & Fiinn; 
and 

Whereas, The City of Pittsburgh brought 
three actions at law in connection therewith, 


in the Court of Common Pleas No 2 of Alle¬ 
gheny County, at Wo. 66 January Term 1900, 
No. 67 January Term, 1900, and No. 68 January 
Term, I960; and 

Whereas, One of said actions—being the 
action at No. 66 January Term, 1900, for tres¬ 
pass—was brought to trial, and formally tried 
before Hon. J. W. F. White, President Judge 
of the said Court of Common Pleas No. 2, 
which trial resulted in a finding against ihe 
City of Pittsburgh, and In favor of all the de¬ 
fendants therein ; and 

Whereas, The evidence taken in tbiscase In¬ 
cludes all of the evidence in the other two 
cases, and the decision in this case decides the 
other two cases ; and 

Whereas, II was shown in the said case 
tried that the City had not lost anything; 
and 

Whereas, The fact is that the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh lost nothing by reason of any of the 
said irregular iramactmns ; and 

Whereas, The expense of litigation is great, 
ami we deem it inexpedient to proceed any 
further with any of the said three cases, 
especially as we are salistied that the City 
has nothing to sain thereby ; 

Resolved , That the City Attorney is hereby 
ordered and directed not to take any further 
steps in any of the said Lhree ea^es.

To the Presidents and Members of Select and 

Common Councils: 

Gentlemen:'—I herewith transmit to you, 
in compliance with law, the annual reports of 
the various city departments for the past year, 
together with the estimates of the directors as 
to what appropriations they deem necessary 
for properly conducting their respective de¬ 
partments during the ensuing year. The esti¬ 
mates of the directors speak for themselves, 
and I do not think It necessary for me to call 
your attention to them in detail, but I feel cer¬ 
tain that you will agree with me that the 
heads of the various ciiy departments are to 
be highly commended for keeping their esti¬ 
mates not only wlthtn the amount* appro¬ 
priated laRt year, but actually reducing the 
figures to the extent of several thousand dol¬ 
lars. 

The financial condition of the city was never 
better than it is at the present time. Its ex¬ 
cellent standing in this respect has been 
clearly and strikingly shown in the recent 
sale of the $7,000,000.00 worth of bonds at the 
lowest rate of interest the city has paid for 
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very many years, if it is not, in fact, the very 
lowest ever paid by the city. This fully dem¬ 
onstrates the fact that Pittsburgh is now on a 
financial par with the Metropolis of the coun¬ 
try. One of the most gratifying features of 
our present financial condition is that there is 
no deficiency i o report for the year j uat passed. 
This pleasing state of affairs is chiefly due to 
the fact that the revenues of the city have 
been paid into the City Treasury much more 
promptly as they have fallen due than haB 
been the case for some years past. This plain¬ 
ly denotes the fact that the prosperity which 
the citizens of this greatly favored city are 
now enjoying is of the most substantial Kind, 
enabling them to meet their municipal obli¬ 
gations with promptness. 

J would respectfully call your attention to 
the desirability of having the reports of the 
various city departments printed under one 
cover, instead of in several different volumes, 
as has been and still is the practice. Pitts¬ 
burg stands atone among the large cities of 
the country in not doing this. In printing 
the reports in one volume, it need not neces¬ 
sarily include all detail matter. Parts of re¬ 
ports bearing on special subjects might be 
printed in pamphlet form for distribution to 
those who are directly interested in such sub¬ 
jects, such, for Instance, as the reports of the 
l ire and Health bureaus for the use and in¬ 
formation of fire underwriters and medical 
men and sanitarians. 

The smoke nuisance problem is one that has 
received a great deal of attention during the 
past year, and promises to receive etili more 
attention during the ensuing year. Manu¬ 
facturers and business men of the city are 
lending their best thought and effort toward 
the abolishment of the nuisance, not only 
cheerfully and earnestly co-operating with the 
work of the smoke inspectors and assisting 
them in every way it is possible for them to 
do^so, but many of them are experimenting 
at their own expense in the effort being made 
to solve this important, problem. If the smoke 
nuisance were but abolished it would make 
Pittsburgh the most desirable of cities in 
which to live, and every resident of the city 
would be the gainer by it. 

In submitting to you the annual report of 
the General Ordinance Officer, I desire to 
most heartily join in his recommendation 
that certain ordinances which are defective 
by reason of not having any penalty clauses 
attached to them, be remedied at once, so that 
they can be properly enforced, and the work 
of the ordinance officers as a result be rendered 
less difficult than it is now, and at the same 
time be made even more successful and effect¬ 
ive‘than it is now. The further recommenda¬ 
tion which the General Ordinance Officer 
makes relative to creating a Bureau of Ordi¬ 
nances I likewise submit to your considera¬ 
tion, as the statement which he makes that 
the revenue of the city from this source would 
be increased many thousands of dollars if 
such bureau were created is deserving of your 
careful attention. It is also due the mer¬ 
chants of our city that the recommendation 
should be given attention. They are under 
heavy expenses in the matter of rent, taxes, 
etc., and in justice to them they certainly 
should be given protection of the proper kind 
against the competition they are forced to 
meet from the hawkers and peddlers who are 
under no expense in disposing of their goods, 
and who should by ail means be made to pay 
something into the City Treasury as well as 
the legitimate merchant who contributes his 
share toward the maintenance of our city 
government. 


I most strongly concur in the recommenda¬ 
tion made by my predecessor in his last mes¬ 
sage to Councils for the establishment of free 
public baths. This is a matter that Bhould re¬ 
ceive the most serious attention at your hands, 
for there is no greater necessity now existing 
in our city than free baths, and with the 
abundanee of water at hand they could very 
easily be provided. In no other city of the 
country are free baths so urgently needed and 
so absolutely necessary as in this great indus¬ 
trial center of ours, and I think the present a 
very opportune time to make a start toward 
providing them for the people of the city. 
The most practicable, feasible and economical 
way would be, in my opinion, to open a free 
bath on one of the river banks, and if found 
to be properly appreciated and utilized, as I 
feel certain it would be, then the system could 
be extended to different districts of the city 
very successfully. With a number of free 
baths in operation the loss of life by drowning 
of persons bathing in the rivers would be 
greatly diminished, and this one thing alone 
is worthy of your consideration. 

I transmit the estimate of expenses for the 
ensuing year of the Central Board of Educa¬ 
tion, the amount called for by It being $807,- 
075.00. This is $40,775.00 less than the appro¬ 
priation for the year 1899. 

This increase on the appropriation of 1899 
asked for by the Board or Trustees of the Car¬ 
negie Library is $22,000.00, most of which aura 
is needed for the operation of the two branch 
libraries located in the Hazelwood and Mt. 
Washington districts, which are to be put in 
operation during the early part ot the ensuing 
year. The balance of the increase is caused by 
the rapidly growing use being made of the 
libraries by the people of the city. The neces¬ 
sity for the increased appropriation asked for 
is fully explained in detail in the report re¬ 
ceived by me from the President of the Board 
of Trustees, which I hereby transmit to you. 

In concluding I desire to express the gratifi¬ 
cation that all who are connected with the 
administration of public affairs must feel, over 
the harmony that exists and the cordial rela¬ 
tions governing all branches of our municipal 
government.

Annexed hereto you will find a complete 
itemized statement showing in detail the re¬ 
ceipts and disbursements for the year ending 
November 30, 1899, together with the estimated 
receipts and requirements for the fiscal year 
beginning February 1, 1900.

The Department furnished out-door relief 
for the past year as follows: 32,550 bushels of 
coal, 1,147 pairs of shoes, 452 railroad tickets 
and 87 burial orders. The district physicians 
for the same period attended 1,875 patients, 
prescribing and compounding for the same 
0,854 prescriptions, making 4,391 home visits 
and receiving 2.822 office calls. 

November 30th the Department had under 
its care and maintenance 830 persons, as fol¬ 
lows: Twelve at Dixmont Insane Asylum, 5 
at State Asylum lor the Chronic Insane, Wer- 
nercville: 21 at State Institution for Feeble 
Minded, Polk; 3 at Home for Colored Chil¬ 
dren, 9 at Concordia Orphans’ Home, 309 at 
the City Home and Hospitals and 471 at the 
insane department of the City Home. 

The receipts from all sources for the past 
year amounted to thirty-nine thousand seven 
hundred sixty-six and 33-100 dollars(839,766.33), 
which, deducted from the amount expended, 
reduces the net cost of sustaining the Depart¬ 
ment very considerably. We estimate the re¬ 
ceipts for the coming fiscal year at forty thou¬ 
sand five hundred and twenty (840,520.00) 
dollars. 

We have estimated the necessities for run- 
nini* expenses at one hundred and fi fly-two 
thousand eight hundred and twenty ($152,- 
82o.0fl) dollars which amount is one hundred 
and eighty ($180.00) dollars less than the sum 
appropriated for similar purposes for the year 
1899. This estimate we have minimized, bas¬ 
ing the same on the cost, for the past year, the 
enoi mous increase in the cost of all provisions 
and supplies and the increased number of in¬ 
sane patients to be cared for. 

For tbe coming year we have made no esti¬ 
mates for permanent improvements or for the 
purchase of additional farming la no, as our 
estimates for the same have been provided for 
in the anticipated bond issue.

Dear Sir—As directed by the Board of 
Trustees of the Carnegie Library of Pitts¬ 
burgh, I transmit herewith ihe amount esti¬ 
mated by the board as necessary for the 
maintenance of the library system, compris¬ 
ing the central library and five branches, for 
ihe fiscal year beginning February 1, 1900. 1 
also hand you estimates prepared by the 
heads of the various departments, showing in 
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detail the use to be made of the appropriation 
asked for. The increase on the appropriation 
of 1899 amounts to §22,000, about §17,000 of this 
being for the extension of the library proper. 
Most of this sum is needed for the operation 
of the two branch libraries located at Hazel¬ 
wood and ML. Washington, which will he put 
in operation during the early part of the year* 
The balance of the increase is caused by the 
rapidly growing use being made of the 
librarie.s by the people of the city; so it would 
seem entirely proper to say that the request 
for the enlarged appropriation comes from the 
people themselves. Tne board has examined 
the subject critically and with the earnest in¬ 
tention of keeping the expenditures down to 
the lowest poini, and I desire to assure you 
that all the money asked for is absolutely 
needed if the service expected by the people 
is to be rendered them. As showing the rapid 
growth of the library system, the following 
figures are of interest:

The other expenses are the salaries of 
ushers doorkeepers, and police attendants 
which vary according as the Hall is used. 
Estimating this expense at §1,500, it would 
make the total budget for the year §7,925, 
which is about §100 less than the estimate for 
last year. 
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As to the income of the Hall: 

The promise for next year is that the So¬ 
cieties renting the Hall regularly will con¬ 
tinue to do so, that the miscellaneous use of 
the Hall will at least furnish about the same 
income as heretofore. 

For the year ending January 31st, 1899, the 
income of the Hall slightly exceeded the ex¬ 
penses and the 81,500 emergency appropria¬ 
tion was not drawn upon. For the year that 
will end January 31st, 1900, X estimate that 
only $300 or 8100 of the $1,500 emergency appro¬ 
priation will be needed in addition to 1 he in¬ 
come of the Hull to meet the expenses of op¬ 
eration. 

J. would, however, recommend that this 
fixed amount of $1,500 be coniinued us an 
emergency appropriatl m for the hall for lbe 
fiscal year begining February 1st, lyoo. 

It is my opinion that i he privilege of using 
the lecture rooms of Carnegie Library fora 
small fee has during the past year deprived 
Carnegie Music Hall of such rentals as would 
have made a cull on the $1,500 emergency ap¬ 
propriation unnecessary.

Dkar Sir:—I beg leave lo transmit here¬ 
with a letter received this day from the Secre¬ 
tary of the General Committee of the Princi¬ 
pals oft he Pittsburgh Public Schools, which is 
co-operallng witii your'librarian in mak¬ 
ing a list of the best literature lo be used by 
the pupils as home reading, under the direc¬ 
tion of ilie principals and teachers of the 
schools. 

The schools do not ask for text-books nor 
for the books of supplementary reading, wlueli 
the schools provide for themselves. These are 
not wanted from the library, nor can we 
undertake to supply them. As you are aware 
we already have about 5.000 volumes in our 
school duplicate collection, which are issued 
to the pupils of the schools through the prin¬ 
cipals and teachers. What the Principals’ 
Committee desires is, that we should ask for 
not less than $3,0U0 for additions to our school 
duplicate collection for the coming year. This 
collection consists of the best and most ap¬ 
proved books for the young which it is pos¬ 
sible to secure. I need not tel! you that this 
work with the schools is of the greatest im¬ 
portance, and that the amount recommended 
y the Principals’ Committee is none too 
large for the purpose. 

I wish to call your attention to the person¬ 
nel of the committee appointed to present the 
request to the Finance Committee of Coun¬ 
cils. The chairman of this committee is the 
superintendent of the Pittsburgh Schools, 
while Dr. Wood is principal of the Fulton 
Street High School, Dr. Holbrook, of the 
Souih Side High School, and Mr. Knitz, of 
the Franklin School. It would be impossible 
to have a stronger or more influential com¬ 
mittee from the schools.

Gkntlemen- 1 beg leave to submit the fol¬ 
lowing facts in explanation of the figures in 
my estimate of the cost of maintaining the 
library for the next fiscal year, from February 
1, 1900, to January 31, 1901: 

The estimate for bogles this year is $2,730 less 
than for the current year, the reason for this 
being that there will be no new branch to 
stock. The figures provide for necessary addi¬ 
tions to the central linrary and five branches. 
We have made a larger estimate for the Wylie 
avenue branch, because we find it was under¬ 
stocked at the start and needs more books 
th tn any other branch, jt will ciiculate 100,- 
000 volumes during the first year of its exist¬ 
ence; yet it has not as many volumes on its 
shelves as the Lawrenceville branch. 

The estimate for binding and rebinding is a 
little more than double the amount estimated 
for the current year. The library has been in 
operation for more than font* years,and the 
number of books which need rebinding is 
constantly increasing. 

The estimates for salaries provides for 80 em¬ 
ployes. as against 62 for the year now running. 
It is with great difficulty that we are keeping 
within the salary estimate for this year. With 
the authorization of your committee, how¬ 
ever, we are expending for salaries this month 
of December at. the rate of $35,410 per year. 
The estimate for tlie coming year provides for 
$10,606 more. The increase is chiefly due to 
the fact that theie will be two more branches 
to operate, and that more assistants will be 
needed at the central and branch libraries 
now in operation. A larger proportion of our 
appropriation is expended for books and a 
smaller proportion foi salaries than in any 
large library in the country. It is an import¬ 
ant fact, moreover, that we are really main¬ 
taining two sons of libraries—a reference 
library aud a circulating library. In Cleve¬ 
land and Buffalo, for instance, the public 
libraries are almost entirely circulating 
libraries, while in each of those cities there 
are reference libraries, not maintained by the 
city and entirely distinct from the public 
libraries. Our library has the double func¬ 
tion, the reference library feature being a very 
important part of its work. 

It should be borne in mind that the work 
grows rapidly, the circulation for this year be¬ 
ing nearly double that of last, 340,000 as against. 
175,000. The circulation for I he month just 
passed was 33,124, just double that for t he same 
month last year. Moreover, from $13,000 to 
$15,000 of the salary estimate for the central 
library properly belong lo the branches, be¬ 
cause all the books for the branches are 
bought, classified, catalogued and made ready 
for tiie shelves by the staff at the central. 

The estimate for catalogues and bulletins is 
the same as last 3 ear, while that for printing 
department supplies is $500 less. 

The estimates for stationery and printing, 
for expressage, freight, postage, etc., and for 
library supplies and incidentals, are based 
upon the expenditures for these items for the 
current vear. These were unde rest i mated last 
year. From a careful examination of the ex. 
pendilures for (his year and a conservative 
estimate of the work to be done during the 
coining year, we aie confident, it would not be 
safe to estimate less for these items. Some 
attempt lias been made lo make separate esti¬ 
mates here for the branch libraries. But, as 
in the case of salaries, a considerable propor- 
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tion of the estimates for the centtal would not 
he needed if it were not for the branches.

To the Board of Trustees Carnegie Free Library: 

GKNTLfMKN In submitting t he above esti¬ 
mate for the coming year it, is to be noted that 
the usefulness of the library is unprecedented, 
us shown by the circulation ami use of books 
in this last October and November compared 
witli a year ago. We are preparing lor the 
use of at least 500,000 volumes the coming year. 
The $10,000 given by Mr. Carnegie last year 
for the purchase of technical books was laid 
out for the very latest and best books on scien¬ 
tific subjects and the usefulness of them is 
proved by the use being so great as to make it 
nocessaiy to have an expert in tills depart¬ 
ment in addition to our present force. 

We note with pleasure that the Wed, End 
exceeded expectations ten Units over, and the 
Wylie Avenue branch is doing as much busi¬ 
ness as some ■ f the entire libraries in our 
larger towns, having exceeded the utmost ex¬ 
pectations of anybody both in the use of the 
building and the use of ihe bo^ks. We par¬ 
ticularly note the very large juvenile attend¬ 
ance at these branches which demands ad¬ 
ditional employees and adds expense. 

All of tiiis growth and use of the library and 
branches makesii imperative lhat the furce 
be increased from 62 persons to 80, and in the 
Lawrencevitie, West End and Wylie Avenue 
branches, for which we have called for more 
funds to purchase more bookc. We have esti¬ 
mated the amount of books required at Mt. 
Washington, Hazelwood and the Smith Side 
at #10,oOu. 

There is an increased estimate for binding 
and rebinding, as some of the books now be¬ 
ing in use two or three years and kept in such 
continuous circulation shows signs of wear 
and tear, and while every effort has been 
mode to insure care in the handling of them, 
the bindings are wearing out somewhat on 
account uf the very great number of persons 
who have the books in hand, and as “a stitch 
in time sav< s nine,” we think it better to 
keep the books in good repair as the wear ap¬ 
pears. 

The library contains now about 100,000 vol¬ 
umes. some idea of the magnitude of the 
work may be made known when we slate 
that more books were placed on the shelves 
last year ready for use, with printed descrip¬ 
tive catalogue of same, than were placed on 
tile shelves of any library in the United States, 
except one. 

We have put in item of $1. .500 for * ‘school 
duplicates,” being books used through the 
public schools, as we are working hand in 
hand with this branch of the public service. 

It is also to be noted that Ihe average 
monthly wage of the entire force is only §48.00 
per mouth.

To the President* and Members of Select and 

Common Councils: 

Gkntlemen ;—In conformity with the law 
I herewitn transmit detailed reports of the 
operations of the various bureaus constituting 
this department during the fiscal year ending 
January 31,1900. 

The year has been marked by consistent 
and gratifying progress upon lines of improve¬ 
ment previously hiia down rattier than by 
new enterprises of magnitude. We have been 
working toward the completion of undertak¬ 
ings carried over from the year before, and 
projecting others for the year to come. This 
holds substantially true of every bureau, as. 
will become apparent upon an examination 
of the reports in detail. 
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In our two largest uncompleted works we 
have been delayed by unexpected obstacles, 
which are now in a fair way to be speedily sur¬ 
mounted. I refer to the completion of Grant 
boulevard and the new low-Jevel reservoir. 

THK NKV RESERVOIR. 

The contractor upon t his latter work, which 
is so essential to the economical distribution 
of our water supply, is now considerably more 
than a year behind the time stipulated in the 
contract for completing the work. As a penal¬ 
ty lor ibis delay he has been under a forfeit of 
one honored dollars per day for almost six¬ 
teen months. Some of this delay was doubt¬ 
less due to the sudden change in the condition 
of the labor market almost immediately after 
the conti act was lei. Much of it could have 
been avoided, however, if the contractor had 
gone Industriously and persistently forward 
to carry out his contract, instead of seeking to 
avoid some of its specifications to his own ad¬ 
vantage. by attempting to change the charac¬ 
ter of materials and the manner of doing the 
work. Against being putatdisadvantageand 
loss in this manner the city has been con¬ 
stantly protected by the clause in the contract, 
which makes the head of this department the 
director of public work in fact as well as in 
name, constituting him the sole and Anal 
judge of every stioke ol work done. There 
nave been many illustrations of the necessity 
of this provision during the years, since it 
saved the city many thousands of dollars in 
theHurtupee dispute, but few more striking 
than in this case. 

Having in mind the changed industrial con¬ 
ditions I have s retched leniency In pres>ing 
for a prompt comp let ion of ihi* work as far as 
a proper regard for the public interest would 
possibly permit. The end of forbearance lias 
been reached, however, and if the contractor 
or his bondsmen do not push the work rapidly 
to comp.etion the city will take over the un¬ 
finished construction, as provided by the 
terms of . he contract, and finish it at toe ex¬ 
pense of the contractor and his bondsmen. 

The city is amply protected in the bond and 
can suffer no loss, and the reservoir will be 
completed before midsummer. 

the grant boulevard. 

Work upon the Grant boulevard has made 
satisfactory progress, when the unusual en¬ 
gineering difficulties are taken into considera¬ 
tion. It is now practically finished, so far as 
grading is concerned, except a comparatively 
short section near the down-town end, where 
ttie heaviest and most tedious work is being 
done. I see not hing to stand in the way of 
predicting that by the first of July our beauti¬ 
ful and picturesque driveways will be open 
for travel from Grant street clear to Highland 
park. 

It is perhaps notout of place to call atten¬ 
tion to the gratilying fact that, ihe immense 
improvement already undertaken by the 
Pennsylvania Kailroad Company—involving 
the largest expenditure ever made in Pitts¬ 
burgh outside oi those made by the county or 
city for purely public purposes—w ill addgreai- 
ly to the appearance of the sutroundings at 
the down-town end of the boulevard. As one 
improvement so large as to be revolutionary 
usually inspires others, ills not unreasonable 
to anticipate that private enterprise will sup¬ 
plement this great work of the railroad com¬ 
pany with other improvements in the same 
neighborhood. 

PROGRESS IN THE PARKS. 

In the parks much improvement has been 
made, although it does not yet display a great 


showing. It has been work which nature will 
take up and add to, branch by branch and leaf 
by leaf from year to year, until the steep 
slopes are covered with ornamental shrubbery 
and the blank stretches of open ground shaded 
and adorned with trees. We set out 9,000 trees 
and shrubs in 8c hen ley park iast yeur; 2,100 in 
Highland park, 2,000*in Herron Hill park and 
enough elsewhere to bring the total close up 
to 14,000. In tree-planting we have had due re¬ 
gard to providing a representative variety of 
those which best endure our atmospheric con¬ 
ditions. The desirableness of speedy results 
has not been lost sight of. and quick growing 
trees have been planted along with those of 
slower growth, hut longer life, so that by the 
time the former begin to decay the latter will 
have come to mature size. 

The reports of both the park superintend¬ 
ents indicate, if the vote at the bond election 
bad not put the matter beyond doubt., how 
rapidly the parks have grown in the apprecia¬ 
tion of the people. Their enjoyment has made 
itself independent of seasons and weather. 

THE PHIPPS CONSERVATORY. 

There has not been a day of the year when 
the Piiipps Conservatory ami the Magee Zoo¬ 
logical Garden have not had their share of 
visitors. At the conservatory a beautiful 
floral display was maintained ail the year, 
and upon theespecia ly brilliant.occasions the 
al tendance, as well as ihe ex hi bil, broke all 
records of the past. The railroads ran special 
exclusion trains lrom all over Western Penn¬ 
sylvania and Eastern Ohio; our Easter exhi¬ 
bition attracted delegations of florists from as 
far away as Philadelphia and Washington, 
and our chrysanthemum show, which contin¬ 
ued through the whole month of .November, 
with 12,000 flowering plants in36L varieties, has 
never been equaled in this country. 

I quote from the report of the Supeiintend- 
ent of Sclienley paik to indicate how me con¬ 
servatory is enming into use as an aid to the 
public schools: 

“The educational feature of the conserva¬ 
tories and propagating houses continues to be 
a marked factor in our public schools. The 
pupils of the ward schools draw upon us for 
materia] in the way of flowers and foliage for 
their nature studies, and in the same way the 
botanical classes in the High schools get con¬ 
siderable aid. Not Infrequently ihe teachers 
in the High schools bring their classes out to 
t lie conservatories to stuny the living plants. 
During (tie winter months when botany and 
nature studies are being taught in school the 
conservatories are about the only source from 
which material for this work can be obtained.** 

The additions to (lie display of economic 
plants have proved fully as popular as the 
flowers. During the year we showed in tills 
branch, besides commoner tilings, growing 
und ripening pineapples, bananas, plantain, 
oranges, lemons, lime berry, guava, Indian 
rose apple, tree tomato, Brazilian cayenne 
cherry, tigs and coffee. 

It is not alone the attendance upon special 
occasions or for special attractions which 
shows the wonderful increase in popularappre- 
ciai ion of the parks. Although the crowds on 
Memorial day, the Fourth of July and upon 
the occasion of the reception of the Tenth 
Pennsylvania Volunteers were enormous; al¬ 
though the attendance at the sacred concerts, 
afternoon and evening, and at tiie religious ex¬ 
ercises which were held, seenrmd to increase 
week by week, and the zoological garden had 
lo be kepi open in the evenings to accommo¬ 
date the people—it was the continuous daily 




















enjoyment of the parks during the summer 
which was perhaps most significant. There 
were 208 picnics in Highland park alone dur¬ 
ing the summer, one ot them covering two 
days, including bet ween 6,000 and 8,000 school 
children. The number of small family par¬ 
ties ot parents and children who sought health 
and recreation in the parks during the pleas¬ 
ant weather is beyond counting. The patrons 
of the parks come from ail ranks of life, and 
the total absence of disorder on all occasions, 
great and small, is in the highest degree grati¬ 
fying. 

SMALL PAKKS. 

In the recently acquired park grounds in the 
South Side district the work has been largely 
preliminary—engineering, surveying, grading 
and preparing the ground for planting with 
t rees, shrubbery and flowers. Holliday park 
and West End park, however, were very pretty 
during the summer, and were much enjoyed 
by the residents of the sections in which they 
are located. The coming year will be marked 
by decided progress in beautifying all the 
South Side parks. 

1 arn thoroughly convinced that it is desira¬ 
ble to supplement our large parks with small 
ones wherever we can obtain the ground con¬ 
venient, to centers of populat ion and readily 
accessible to those whose daily labors rarely 
give them lime to visit one of ttie main parks, 
except on Sunday, but who would gladly and 
frequently avail themselves of these conven¬ 
ient breathing spots. To the little children of 
such neighborhoods these small parks would 
be places of health-giving recreation in hot 
weather. An open square in every tenement 
district where grass and trees could be made 
to grow would be a blessing to the city. Pro¬ 
vision has already been made for an addition¬ 
al little park at the south end of the Twenty- 
second street bridge, extending to Carson 
street, and for another in Lawrenceville at 
Forty-seventh and Butler streets, and it would 
be a great advantage if we could have one 
somewhere in the down-town district. 

COMING PARK IMPROVEMENTS. 

The decisive approval by the people of the 
issue of bonds for park enlargement and ira- 
piovements insures us the means for making 
great advancement during the coming year. 
Besides projects for enlargement, which will 
be submitted to you for approval as soon as 
negotiations are concluded, it is contemplated 
to cover the bottoms ot the ravines about the 
main entrance toSchenley park with a chain 
of ornamental lakes, extending from a point 
somewhat below the mouth of Panther hol¬ 
low up both branch ravines to Forbes street, 
both at this side of the Carnegie library build¬ 
ing and at the bridge beyond over Junction 
hollow. This will give connected bodies of 
water about three-quarters of a mile long,and 
besides adding greatly to the sightliness of 
that section of the park, will give opportuni¬ 
ties for boating in summer and skating in 
winter. 

In Highland park we will this summer en¬ 
large the zoological garden so as to accom¬ 
modate our increasing collection of animals 
and beautifying its surroundings. We expect 
also to complete the entrances at High laud 
avenue, Stanion avenue and the Heath’s (im- 
propeily called Haight’s) entrance from But¬ 
ler street. 

ENGINEERING AND CONSTRUCTION. 

The Bureau of Engi nee ring and Construc¬ 
tion, created by ordinance of your honorable 
bodies seven months ago. has already shown 
the wisdom of that action by the amount of 


work it has performed. It has already super¬ 
vised the completion of improvements of an 
aggregate cosi of $865,098.34, and in addition 
has done work on contracts aggregating more 
than a million of dollars which will be com¬ 
pleted this year. The Forbes street bridge 
over Junction hollow was completed early in 
t he year. That at South Main street over 2jaw 
Mill run has been delayed by the difficulty in 
getting structural material, but will be rapidly 
pushed to completion. The plans are already 
made for replacing the Tenth street bridge 
with a safe modern structure, which will com¬ 
ply with the requirements of the United Slates 
government, and for rebuilding the detective 
part of the Point bridge. Contracts will be let 
and work begun as soon as the bond money 
is available. In addition plans are prepared 
for the bridges at Wilmot street, Lincoln ave¬ 
nue ana Butler street at the Heath’s entrance 
to Highland park. 

The same bureau supervised the construc¬ 
tion of 13.67 miles of sewer, 1.46 miles of brick 
sewer and 12.21 miles .of vitrified pipe. The 
main work was the completion of the trunk 
sewer through the Allegheny cemetery and! 
along Forty-ninth street to the Allegheny 
river, which has been under construction for 
the last two years, and the work on the large 
sewer system in the Twenty-second and 
Twenty-third wards, which will be completed 
during the comihg year. 

Surveys are being made for sewer systems 
for the Temperanceville and Brushton dis- 
iricts. As the trunk sewer of the lattersys- 
tern must pass through NVilkinsburg, the 
privilege of constructing it will have to be ob¬ 
tained from the authorities of that borough. 

We have beeu delayed in our paving and re¬ 
paving work by the scarcity of labor and of 
cars to carry material, but as this is due to 
the remarkable prosperity of the community 
we must endure it without complaint. As it 
is, 10.07 miles of new streets have been graded, 
of which 8.08 have been paved, 5.65 with as¬ 
phalt and 2.43 with blockstone. Repaving has 
been done on 89 streets, the work aggregating 
10.44 miles—2.72 miles of asphalt and 7.72 of 
blockstone. 

HIGHWAYS AND SEWERS. 

The Bureau of Highways and Sewers has 
cleaned and kept, clean 227 miles of paved 
streets and 181 miles of unpaved streets, the 
work being fully up to that of previous years, 
which gave to Pittsburgh the cleanest streets 
of any large city in America. This Bureau 
has also cleaned and kept in repair 249 miles 
of sewers. 

The activity of the inspectors in keeping 
citizens awake to the duty’of complying with 
the city ordinances is especially noteworthy. 
Thpir reports on the subject of sidewalks show 
14,291 notices served, 113.191 square yards of 
new sidewalk laid and 10.000 square yards re¬ 
paired. Tlie permits for opening streets num¬ 
bered 7,000. 

street lighting. 

Although the price of materials and labor 
used iu electric light plants lias considerably 
increased, we succeeded in renewing the con¬ 
tract for street lighting at the former figures, 
which are lower t,,an in almost any other 
large city. 

The conduit system is being installed along 
Beech wood boulevard, as it will be on Grant, 
boulevard, with orntimental iron poles. As 
rapidly as the wooden poles in the down-town 
district decay they will be replaced wi b these 
ornamental iron ones, which will add greatly 
to the sightliness of our streets. The policy of 
replacing gasoline street lamps with electric 































lights as soon as streets are paved has been 
found useful in encouraging property owners 
to improve the streets. 

WATER SUPPLY AN]) DISTRIBUTION. 

The record of the operations of this Bureau 
again gives evidence of the wise economy of 
replacing antiquated machinery with ma¬ 
chines of modern construction. Since the 
new pumping engines were installed at Bril¬ 
liant the unit cost of pumping has shown a 
decrease every year. There was a decrease 
even last year in spite of the increase in cost 
of fuel and supplies. With these at their pres¬ 
ent high prices, we cannot look for a further 
decrease, but the saving caused by the use of 
the new low-level reservoir, when it is com¬ 
pleted, should protect us against any increase 
in the unit cost. 

The extravagance of our people in the use of 
water continues. As against a daily average 
of 49 892,584 gallons during the year 1898, we 
last year pumped and distr ibuted to that sec¬ 
tion ot the city which we supply an aver age of 
53,299 819 gal Ions per day. This is more than 
250 gallons per day for each man, woman and 
child, even to the babe in arms—over 1,000gal¬ 
lons per day to eacli average family of five 
persons. 

We are about to install a filtration plant at 
great cost, tire preliminary work upon which 
has had my attention for some months. In 
estimating what the reckless waste of water 
means to the city, we must hereafter add in 
t lie interest on the initial cost of constructing 
this plant and the annual charges for main¬ 
taining and operating it. Tne only solution 
of the problem is in the adoption of a meter 
system. I propose to install meters in half a 
dozen representative distiicts of the city 
during the coming year, not attempting to 
regulate water rents by them, but keeping a 
careful record for comparison, so that when 
Councils take up the meter question they will 
have trustworthy data upon which to base 
the rates. 

The increase in water assessments last year 
was double the increase of the year before— 
$790,748.40, as compared with $761,001.30, an in¬ 
crease of $35 747.10 in 1899, as against $17,882.40 
in 1898—a gratifying index to the rapid in¬ 
crease in house-building. 

Commending to your consideration the very 
full detailed reports transmitted herewith, 
and thanking you for the support given me in 
the administration of the affair s of this De¬

To the Pi'etidents and Members of Select and 

Common Councils : 

Gknteemen :^I desire to respectfully but 
earnestly protest against the passage of an 
ordinance which I have reason to believe 
will be before you to-day, taking the 
final decision upon all disputed points 
in the performance of contracts for pub¬ 
lic work out of the hands of the Director 
of the Department of Public Works and 
vesting it in the Mayor. Realizing fully 
that matters of legislation belong exclusively 
to Councils, I would not presume to ad ress 
you upon this subject if I did not feel that the 
ordinance strikes at the very root of good ad¬ 
ministration in the department which you 
have committed to my charge. 

I would, therefore, respectfully ask your 
consideration of some reasons why, in my 
judgment, this ordinance should not pass : 

First—It is contrary to the whole spirit of 
our charter legislation, which aimed to con¬ 
centrate responsibility and authority. You 
cannot have the one without the other. The 
stipulation in the Act of Assembly that all 
public works should be constructed ‘ under 
the direction of the Department of Public 
Works” will have no meaning if you cut off 


from the head of that department his power 
to enforce his directions. The contractor 
need pay no more attention to such directions 
than to the suggestions of any private citi¬ 
zen. 

Second—It is no disrespect to the office of 
Mayor to say that it is not reasonable to ex¬ 
pect in the occupant of that position the 
technical training and experience necessary 
to lit him to be a competent final arbiter 
upon complex questions of engineering and 
construction. It is the particular business of 
the head of such a department as this to have 
the technical knowledge and experience. It 
is within the power of Councils at all times to 
insure that the head of the Department of 
Public Works is a man qualified by technical 
training and experience to supervise con¬ 
structions involving large expenditures and 
important questions in mechanics and* en¬ 
gineering, for Councils have the choosing of 
that officer directly in their own hands. It is 
not within the power of Councils to have the 
same certainty as to the occupant of the 
Mayor’s office, and the chances that any 
Mayor may happen to be competent to pass 
final judgment upon the details involved in 
the erection of a bridge or an engine, or the 
construction of a water or sewer system are 
too slender to take into serious consideration. 
The duties of that, office are of a more general 
character and call for a different order of 
abilities. 

Third—There is no demand from those who 
are engaged in the contracting business for 
this radical change in the manner of super¬ 
vising contract work. The present system 
has been in effect for more than a quarter of 
a century, and the conditions are no more 
stringent than those which every contractor 
must comply with who does work for any 
large firm or corporation. I call your atten¬ 
tion to this communication signed by every 
important contractor save one, who has had 
contracts under the direction of the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works in recent years: 

“We, the undersigned, general contractors, 
doing business in the City of Pittsburgh, 
hereby desire to express to you our willing¬ 
ness to have retained in all our contracts for 
public work the clause making the Director 
the sole arbiter iij all matters of dispute 
covering contracts. 

“In the many years we have been engaged 
in doing public work in the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh under your administration of Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works we have been treated 
with uniform fairness and justice, and so far 
as we are concerned there is no reason for any 
change in the form of contract.

The contractors say that they have been 
treated “with uniform fairness and justice.” 
Upon the other hand I may, I trust, feel justi¬ 
fied in assuming that the administration of 
this department has not been incompetent or 
negligent in enforcing the right of the city to 
have contracts honestly and properly carried 
out, else you would not have honored me 
with a unanimous re-election less than three 
months ago, at which time no intimation was 
given that the duties of the office have not 
been efficiently performed or that its powers 
should be taken away and Its authority to en¬ 
force honest compliance with contracts 
stricken down. 

There are other objectionable features in 
the ordinancs, bat I do not wish to occupy 
your time with a long communication. A

Section l. Be it ordained and enacted by 
the City of Pittsburgh in Select and Common 
Councils assembled , and it is hereby ordained 
and enacted by the authority of the same, That 
for the purpose of providing sufficient revenue 
for the payment of the interest on the funded 
debt and to provide sinking funds as required 
by law for the retirement of said debtai ma¬ 
turity, for t he payment of the salaries of city

The schedules herein named to 
wit: Schedule “A”, street repaving, and 
Schedule “B”, judgments, are hereby made a 
part of this ordinance.

A hasty 
examination seems to indicate the amount as 
about five thousand dollars. His bonds given 
for the faithful performance of his duties dur¬ 
ing the years in which the fictitious names 
were used more than cover the amount taken.

Your Finance Committee respectfully re¬ 
port as follows: 

That, on Tuesday, the 6th inst., the Director 
of the Department of Public Works notified 
the Controller of the defalcation having oc¬ 
curred in the Bureau of Highways and 
Hewers. That a call was immediately issued, 
and your com mil tee met the next day, 
Wednesday, the 7th inst., and appointed its 
sub committee to investigate the matter. 

That the sub committee have pursued their 
labors continuously since, but having had 
only three dajs to pursue tlieir labors could 
not of necessity make any full report. 

That the audit or investigation of such mat¬ 
ters as padded payrolls is extremely difficult 
and tedious, and a correct result is almost im¬ 
possible to obtain. 

W lien, as in this case, the records are per¬ 
fectly straight and the time books correspond 
with the payrolls, the only way to trace 
irregularities is to obtain the names of the 
fictitious persons placed thereon from the 
parties placing them on the payrolls, or being 
concerned therein, and after thus securing the 
names to follow up the names back through 
the payrolls as far as they can be found there¬ 
on. In default of this Information, to verify 
the existence and services of a force of nearly 
four huudred laborers through a period of 
years involves an amount of research which 
renders it impracticable; many of the men 
being dead or removed elsewhere, and none of 
them having kept statements of their time 
which would enable a complete and accurate 
account to be had from them even when 
found. 

Your committee has discovered eleven 
fictitious names appearing continuously on 
the regular payrolls, some for a period of 
years. Of these, seven appear to be the names 
of dummies having no existence,-and the re¬ 
maining four, none of whom have rendered 
any service to the city, are said to be employes 
of the former Superintendent of the Bureau of 
Highways. In addition the special payrolls 
show a large number of names for short peri¬ 
ods on emergency work which appear to be 
wholly fictitious. 

The said Superintendent admits a defalca¬ 
tion, but claims the amount does not exceed 
£4,200, which sum he has this day paid to the 
City Attorney, and the money is now in the 
treasury of the city. The preliminary work 
of this committee shows an apparent short¬ 


age of ninety-two hundred ($9,200) dollars, 
which may be lessened or increased as the 
audit proceeds. 

It may be stated positively to Councils that 
the city is absolutely protected by the bond of 
the Director of the Department of Public 
Works from losing a single dollar by reason of 
this shortage or defalcation. 

The committee having entered upon this In¬ 
vestigation of its own motion would ask the 
passage of the accompanying resolution, and 
will endeavor to make a full report as soon as 
the facts can be obtained to la}' before your 
honorable bodies.

Section i. lie it ordained and enacted by 
the City of Pittsburgh in Select and Common 
Councils assembled, and it is hereby ordained 
and enacted by the authority of the same , That 
from and after the passage of this ordinance 
all owners of bicycles, tandems and tricycles 
over the age of fourteen years using the public 
highways of said city shall be required to pay 
lo'the said city an annual tax or license fee 
of fifty cents for each and every bicycle, tan¬ 
dem and tricycle owned and used thereon by 
such person, firm or corporation, and which 
said sum shall be paid to the treasurer of said 
city during the month of April in each year, 
who is hereby authorized to secure at public 
expense and issue a suitable stamp or plate, 
not to exceed one thirty-second of an inch in 
thickness, to bear date April 1st, and to run 
one year from its date. It shall be attached 
lo t he head of bicycles and tandems aud in a 
conspicuous place on the framework of tri¬ 
cycles. This ordinance shall not apply to any 
person, firm or corporation who shall have 
paid in any adjacent city, borough or town¬ 
ship a lax or fee for such bicycle, tandem or 
tricycle, nor shall it apply to si rangers, visit¬ 
ors and persons transiently using such high¬ 
ways iu passing through said city.

And whereas, The said Pennsylvania Rail¬ 
road Company contemplates the erection of a 
new Union Station, at or near the local ion of 
said present station in the city of Pittsburgh, 
upon plans which permit the ;racks of the 
Pennsylvania Company, and of Uie Pennsyl¬ 
vania Railroad Company, above referred to, 
to be elevated and carried across Penn ave¬ 
nue, Exchange alley, Eleventh street and Lib- 1 
erty avenue, so as to allow said streets and ! 
travel thereon to pass beneath said tracks; 
but the construction of said new Union Sta¬ 
tion and its approaches is impracticable with¬ 
out a change in the location and plan of the 
fooirbridge above mentioned,and without, cer¬ 
tain changes in tracks or construct ion of 
additional tracks requiring the use of land 


between Grant Boulevard and land now of 
tlie said Pennsylvania Railroad Company; 

And whereas, The erection of said new 
Union station ami the Improvements con¬ 
nected there with will afford increased facili¬ 
ties and greatly promote the comfort of the 
traveling public, and In particular the eleva¬ 
tion of said tracks of the I ’emisy I van la (Com¬ 
pany and of ihe Pennsylvania 1 tail road Com- 
pany connecting (herewith, ts adapted to 
secure the safely of lives and property and to 
promote the interest of the city and the 
public; 

And whereas, Tlie said Pennsylvania Com¬ 
pany, while proposing for the present, to roach 
tlie said proposed new elevation for said 
trucks by an ascending grade, beginning upon 
its own premises within the oily of Pitts¬ 
burgh, expects In the near future to continue 
or extend the said new grade of said tracks 
across the Allegheny river; 

Now, this agreement witnesseth, That for 
and in consideration of their respective cove¬ 
nants hcrrinnf.er -set forth, it is agreed by and 
between the said parties, as follows, to Wit: 

First. Tlie city of Pittsburgh hereby assents 
and agrees ihat the said Pennsyivania Com¬ 
pany and the said Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company, respectively, and their respective 
successors amt as-Rns may re-locate ami ele¬ 
vate the trucks of the Pittsburgh, Fort Wayne 
and Chicago Railway Company sons lu cross 
Penn avenue and Exchange alley over head, 
and the tracks of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company connecting therewith sons to cross 
Exchange alley, Eleventh street and Liberty 
avenue over h ad, in accordance with plans 
hereto attached and marked ‘’Exhibit A,” 
snd made part hereof. 

♦Second. The City of Pittsburgh shall and 
will lower tlie grade of Penn avenue one and 
three-tenths (1 8) feet at the point where the 
present line crosses said Penn avenue, and 
the new grade as lowered shall run out at 
Eleventh street going oast, and at a point 
three hundred (.’100) feet west of Eleventh 
street going west; and at the point where the 
new line of tlie railroad will cross Penn uvenue 
there shall be left a clear height between said 
grade as lowered and the bottom of tlie over¬ 
head bridge of not less than thirteen (Ff) feet. 
At the point or line of crossing Exchange al¬ 
ley the clear height between the present grade 
of said alley ami the bottom of the overhead 
bridge shall not be less than twelve (12) feet. 
The City of Pittsburgh shall and will lower 
the grade of Liberty avenue at the Intersec¬ 
tion of Eleventh street one and eight-ten Ills 
(1.8) feet, and the new grade of Liberty ave¬ 
nue as thus lowered shall run out at Twelfth 
street going east and at New Grant street 
west, and Uie grade of Eleventh stm t shall 
be lowered to conform to the said change of 
grade at Liberty avenue and runout at Ex¬ 
change alley. At the points or lines of cross¬ 
ing of Eleventh street and Liberty avenue, 
the clear bight between the new grades and 
the bottom of the overhead bridges shall not 
be less than thirteen (18) feet. The grade of 
Slocum alley, between Eleventh and Twelfth 
streets, shall be made to conform to the new 
grade of Liberty avenue so far as it is abso¬ 
lutely necessary. 

Third. Tlie City of Pittsburgh hereby as¬ 
sents and agrees that when (lie said Pennsyl¬ 
vania Company shall be prepared to continue 
or extend tlie elevated grade of the tracks of 
said Pittsburgh, Fort Wayne and Chicago 
Railway Company across the Allegheny river, 
said Pennsylvania Company may occupy a 
portion of Puquesne way for (be purpose of 
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supporting said tracks, in accordance with the 
plan hereto attached; provided that they shall 
construct a suitable structure of thirty (.SO) 
feet clear span over said Duquesne way, ac¬ 
cording to said plan, and provided the clear 
height over Duquesne way at said bridge shall 
not be less than at present. 

Fourth. The City of Pittsburgh, at its own 
cost, shall and will furnish all material and 
perform all work incident to the change of 
grade made necessary for or in connection 
with or as the result of the said elevation of 
said tracks hereunder; and shall and will also 
assume and pay all lawful claims for in.jnry 
to property resulting from any of the matters 
or things to be done ©r performed by said city 
hereunder, and from the construction, main¬ 
tenance and operation of the said elevated 
tracks, and with respect to any and all such 
claims and all costs and expenses resulting 
from or connected therewith, shall and will 
indemnify and save harmless the said respec¬ 
tive companies; provided, however, that none 
of the said companies parties hereto shall be 
entitled to damages for or by reason of any¬ 
thing herein contained, for or with respect to 
property owned by them or any of them. 

Fifth. Said companies, with respect to their 
said respective railroads and tracks, do sev¬ 
erally covenant and agree that they will con¬ 
struct the said overhead structures and the 
said railroad and tracks thereon in accord¬ 
ance with said plan marked “Exhibit A,” the 
plans thereof to be first submitted to and ap¬ 
proved by the Director of the Department of 
Public Works; the work thereon to be begun 
within throe months after the execution and 
delivery of this agreement, and to be pros¬ 
ecuted and completed with due diligence, and 
that from and after the completion of said 
railroad and tracks, according to the said 
plans, the 3 ^ will maintain and operate the 
same in place and instead of the surface 
tracks now crossing said streets at grade. 

Sixth. The City of Pittsburgh hereby agrees 
that the said second and third parties shall be 
and are hereby severally permitted and au¬ 
thorized to construct overhead bridges on 
suitable supports over Exchange alley, at the 
grade or above the grade of said tracks when 
elevated as herein provided, in order to en¬ 
able said company or companies to make 
passage-way connection with or between 
properties now or hereafter owned by said 
companies or either of them, fronting or abut¬ 
ting on said alley. 

Seventh. So much of said contract of De¬ 
cember 24. 1872, between the City of Pittsburgh 
and the Pennsylvania Railroad Company as 
relates to the construction, maintenance and 
use of a bridge for foot passengers between 
Liberty avenue and Fountain street is hereby 
so modified as to allow the railroad company 
to relocate and change the present foot bridge 
crossing their property as shown on ihe plan 
hereto attached and marked “Exhibit B,” so 
that, after such relocation and change there 
shall be substituted for the present, structure 
a bridge of the same width as the present 
structure, but which shall extend only from 
the north line of Grant Boulevard over the 
tracks of said railroad company to the south¬ 
ern footwalk of the approach leading to the 
station, being an entire distance from Grant 
Boulevard of about two hundred (200) feet. 
Access to the northern end of said bridge 
from said foot-way shall be by steps.

The said Pennsylvania Railroad 
Com patty shall and will acquire by purchase 
or appropriation all of the land intervening 
between its present property and the north¬ 
ern line of Grant boulevard, from Seventh 
avenue to Washington street, and the said 
city shall and will repay to said company the 
actual cost thereof. 

Eleventh. The said Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company agrees to waive and release any 
and all claims which it otherwise might or 
could have for or with respect to its property 
taken ov injured in the location and opening 
of Grant boulevard, and the said city agrees 
to indemnity and save harmless the said 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company of and from 
any claim or assessment against its property 
for benefits in connection with the location or 
opening of said boulevard. 

Twelfth. The said Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company agrees that as soon as practicable 
after the execution and delivery of this agree¬ 
ment, it will begin work on the construction 
of the said proposed new U nion Station and 
will prosecute said work with due diligence, 
so as to complete the same at the location 
shown on the general plan hereto attached, 
mai'ked “Exhibit B,and made part hereof; 
and the said Pennsylvania Railroad Com¬ 
pany and the Pittsburgh, Cincinnati, Chicago 
and St. Louis Railway Company, parties here¬ 
to, agree that at or before the comxdetion of 
said new Union Station, certain tracks of the 
said Pennsylvania Railroad Company now 
leased to and ope rated by the said Pittsburgh, 
Cincinnati, Chicago and St. Louis Railway 
Company (being the Steubenville extension 
of the said Pennsylvania Railroad Company) 
shall be relocated and changed in conformity 
to said plan. 

In testimony whereof, the said City of Pitts¬ 
burgh has caused its corporate seal to be here¬ 
to affixed, attested by the signature of the 
Mayor of the said city, and the said com¬ 
panies have caused their respective corporate 
seals to be hereto affixed, attested by the sig¬ 
natures of their proper olfleers, the day and 
year first hereinbefore written.

And, whereas, by the returns of such elec¬ 
tions It appeared that there was a majority 
voting that the debt of the said city should be 
increased to I he extent and iti the manner 
provided in the notices aforesaid; 

And, whereas, the corporate authorities of 
the said city, by Ordinance No. 230, duly en¬ 
acted and ordained, and approved on the 16th 
November, 1899, provided lhat the indebted¬ 
ness of the city should be increased to the 
amounts severally named and specified in the 
notices given for holding the said elections, 
and have duly assessed and levied an annual 
tax, the collection whereof is to commence 
the first year after the said increase, equal and 
. sufficient for and to be applied exclusively to 
the payment of the interest and principal of 
such debt, within a perjod not exceeding 30 
years from the date of such increase, but did not 
authorize the issue and delivery of the said 
bonds without further action by the said cor¬ 
porate authorities; 

And, whereas, all acts have been done and 
proceedings taken by the proper authorities 
and officers to authorize the issue of the bonds 
hereinafter specified, as the legal and binding 
obligations of the city of Pittsburgh, in the 
form hereinafter provided, by virtue and in 
pursuance of the Act of Assembly entitled
